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Over the past few years several numismatic publications have printed 
articles in which statements concerning the continued mystery of the dates 
on national bank notes have been propounded. After many years of research 
on the subject this author feels that the so called mystery is not that at all, but 
rather a set of hard and fast rules that changed numerous times over the 
seventy odd years that nationals were issued, thereby creating a puzzle in 
which the pieces must be put together in order to understand the whole. 
When laid out as a chart, it is readily observable that the dates on the notes 
closely followed the charter periods. 

This author has divided the chartered banks into eleven categories. These 
categories are applicable to Nebraska national banks, but on a nation-wide 
level may need to have a category or two added for the very early banks. The 
categories are as follows: 


Charter Periods and Dates 



CATEGORY 1 Charter Number Range 209 

1st Charter 

Notes are divided into two groups: $1, 2 have one date; $5, 10, 20, 50 have another 
date. Although the exact reason for the actual dates is presently unknown, it appears 
to this author that dates were determined by completion of certain steps within the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, such as the date that the bank ordered the notes 
(date on the bank's letter of request),the date that the engraved plate was finished,or 
some point in between these two extremes. 

2nd Charter 

Notes are again divided into two groups but some denominations have changed 
groups: $5, 10, 20; $50, 100 have another date. The notes are dated in 1883 which is 20 
years after the bank was organized. The day is one to two days before the day on 
category 1 first charter notes. 

3rd Charter 

Only $5, 10, 20 notes were issued during the third charter period. These notes were 
dated in 1903 on January 1, which is the same day as the second charter notes of the 
same denomination but 40 years after the bank was organized. 
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Category 1 Third Charter , red seal. 

CATEGORY 2 Charter Number Range 1417-1633 

1st Charter 

Notes are divided into two groups: 1417 $1, 2 notes have one date; $5, 10, 20 have 
another date. 1633 $5 note has one date; $1,2, 20 have another date. The reason for the 
dates is the same as applies to category 1 first charter notes, with the possible 
exception that the Aug. 15 (1417) and Jan. 15 (1633) notes may have the same reasoning 
as category 3 first charter notes. 


2nd Charter 

The second charter notes for this category differ from category 1 notes in that there 
is only one date for all the notes of each bank. This date's reason has not been fully

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determined, but may have the same general reasoning as category 1 first charter 
notes, plus twenty years. 


3rd Charter 

All notes are dated exactly 20 years after the dates that appeared on the second 
charter notes of this category. 



CATEGORY 3 Charter Number Range 1798-2121 

1st Charter 

It is not known for certain why the particular dates were chosen for these notes, but 
it is this author's opinion that during this time period, all notes were dated either on 
the 15th of the month or the 25th of the month, depending on when the bank was 
chartered. It appears that if the bank was chartered around the 12th to the 22nd of the 
month, then the bank's notes were dated on the 25th; if the bank was chartered 
between the 22nd and the 12th, the bank's notes were dated on the 15th. The cut off 
dates of the 12th and the 22nd are not a hard and fast rule but more of a generalized 
area. Whether a decision was made in the bureau to date the note on the 15th or the 
25th when the bank was chartered around the 12th or 22nd, could have depended 
upon the work load of the bureau at the time. 

2nd Charter 

The second charter notes are dated one day after the date of organization, plus 20 
years.

CATEGORY 4 Charter Number Range 2357-2536 

1st Charter 

The same rules apply here as in category 3 first charter notes. 
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2nd Charter 

The same rules apply here as in category 3 second charter notes. 

3rd Charter 

The third charter notes are dated on the day of organization, plus 40 years. 


CATEGORY 5 Charter Number Range 2665-2683 

1st Charter 

The first charter notes are dated on the day of charter. 

2nd Charter 

These banks did not issue any second charter notes. They were chartered so late in 
the first charter period that they skipped from first charter notes to third charter notes. 

3rd Charter 

Third charter notes are dated one day after the day of organization, plus 20 years. 
4th Charter (pseudo) 

These banks' charters were about to run out and were to be renewed for the second 
time which would have put them into the fourth charter period. At the time these 
banks were up for recharter. Congress had not passed legislation authorizing a fourth 
charter period. This was primarily because discussion was underway whereby banks

would be given 99 year charters. The legislation for 99 year charters was finally passed 
and became effective on July '\ t 1922. There was therefore a period when charters 
were running out and it was uncertain what action Congress would take. In order to 
protect the integrity of the system used up to this point in dating the notes, the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing decided on a course of action which was: proceed as though 
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Category 5

the current status will be kept. In other words, the bureau would not change their 
method unless it became clear that Congress was going to pass the 99 year charter 
provision. For Nebraska at least, the time of indecision appears to be the month of 
April 1922. Any bank organized during April that was up for recharter, and was still in 
business, had their notes re-engraved with a new date. This new “year” date was 1922, 
twenty years after the bank's third charter notes, and the day was placed one day 
before the day on the 1902 notes. Observe that the notes for Ch 2665 had only its date 
changed on its 1922 notes, whereas the notes on Ch 2683 had the whole “bank name” 
area rearranged and re-engraved. This author suspects that the York note was 
changed because the town name was hard to read on the 1902 notes. The bureau only 
took advantage of the opportunity to make the name stand out more, thereby gaining 
legibility for the town's name. Refer to category 9. 


CATEGORY 6 Charter Number 2706-2756 

1st Charter 

The first charter notes for this group are dated on the day of charter. 

2nd Charter 

These banks did not issue any second charter notes. 

3rd Charter 

Third charter notes of this category are dated one day after the day of organization 
plus 20 years.

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CATEGORY 11 Charter Number Range 

This is a special category which covers eight out of ten banks in Nebraska that 
changed the name of their bank during the note issuing period and issued notes 
under both bank names. These banks fell under categories 4, 7, 10. At the time their 
new name was assigned, dates were assigned reflecting this name change. At name 
change time therefore, these banks became category 11 banks. The banks, by charter 
# are; 2536, 2988, 3292, 3628, 3732, 4345, 8328 and 8335. Charter # 3188 and 3343 did not 
have new dates engraved on their plates. 3188 apparently changed its name so late 
(1921) that the policy had changed as new dates were apparently not engraved on any 
of the bank's plates. The Union National Bank notes continued to have the date of 
May 13, 1904. 3343 changed its name upon recharter. 


The preceeding "category" informa- 
tion is not a ticket in itself to understand- 
ing the dates on nationals. It is meant to 
be used in conjunction with the follow- 
ing list of "dates on Nebraska nationals." 
A good comprehensive understanding- 
of the dates on nationals is not easy 
to acquire, it may require several 
readings of the category section while at 
the same time referring to the dates on 
Nebraska nationals listing. The category 
groupings do not mean that all items of 
investigation in a category have chang- 
ed, but rather one or more items are 
different than the last category. For 
instance, notice that the only difference 
between category 3 and 4 are the third 
charter notes. 

The category information relates 
more to a horizontal format, that is first, 
second and third charter notes on a 
bank or banks. If one was to observe a 
vertical format, a different outlook 
would become apparent viz., beginning 
with charter #2665 in the first charter 
period the dates on the notes are the 
charter date of the bank. This continues 
through #2756 in the first charter period 
and then continues, but switches, to the 
second charter notes (2756 was the last 
Nebraska bank to issue first charter 
notes) with charter #2771 (the first bank 
to be originally chartered in the second 
charter period). The date that the bank 
was chartered continues to be the date 
on the second charter notes through 
charter #4935. The next bank, after 
#4935, chartered in Nebraska was #5180 
whose second charter notes now have 
the date that the bank was organized, 
not the date the bank was chartered. As 
the reader can see by following the 


categories and list, the organization now 
continues on through charter #13017 
(the last bank to issue large size notes in 
Nebraska). The reader, of course, will 
notice that charter #5995 is the last bank 
to be organized in the second charter 
period, and that the organization date 
then carries over to the third charter 
period with charter #6166 (the first bank 
in Nebraska to be originally chartered in 
the third charter period). Third charter 
notes from #209 through charter #5995 
can be subjected to the same type of 
analysis, and will lead to slightly 
different reasons with the patterns vary- 
ing slightly. 

The break off points or change over 
points as seen in the Nebraska analysis, 
of course do not apply country wide. By 
this it is meant that, for instance, #4935 
may not be the last bank on a nation- 
wide basis that had its charter date as the 
date on its second charter notes. It was, 
after all, five years from the January 4, 
1894 date on #4935 (charter) and the 
January 17, 1899 date on #5180 

(organization). There may, in fact, be no 
exact break off point but rather an 
uncertain area where some banks, let's 
say, between charter #4935 and #5180 
could have had either charter or 
organization dates. This is based on the 
fact that there is no absolute cutoff time 
in the actual issuance of first charter and 
second charter notes. Some non- 
Nebraska banks with higher charter 
numbers than 2756 issued first charter 
notes during their first twenty year 
charter period and some banks with 
charter numbers lower than 2756 issued 
brown backs during their first twenty 
year charter period. The cutoffs may 
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have been on a state by state basis rather 
than a nation-wide basis. 

Another point of interest that is 
brought out in the list of dates is the fact 
that in all cases, the charter number was 
assigned to the bank numerically ac- 
cording to the date that the bank was 
chartered. This does not get confusing 
until charter #5180 and later. Before 
#5180, disregarding #209 through #2536, 
the date on the note and the charter 
date were the same, therefore the dates 
on the notes also fell in chronological 
order. With charter #5180 and later the 
organization date became the date plac- 
ed on the note, with the charter number 
still being assigned as the banks were 
chartered. We therefore have examples 
of banks being organized later than 
others but yet having lower charter 
numbers and vice versa. To make this 
clear let us take an example. Charter 
numbered bank 6464 was organized on 
October 8th 1902. This bank completed 
the required paper work, bought its 
mandatory bonds and deposited them 
with the treasurer, all within fourteen 
days. Charter numbered bank 6506 was 
also organized on October 8th, 1902 but 
instead of all of the necessary chores 
being done in fourteen days, it took the 
bank forty-seven days. Therefore they 
were assigned a charter number forty- 
two numbers later than bank #6464 
which was organized on the same day. 
Consequently, here are two bank notes 
forty-two charter numbers apart but 
with the same dates on their notes. 
Notice now that there were two other 
banks that were chartered between the 
previous two mentioned banks. They 
were organized a month later on 
November 6th and 8th of 1902. Bank 
number 6493 took only eight days after 
organizing to be chartered on 
November 14th. Bank number 6503 took 
ten days. As can be seen in the list, this 
bank's charter numbers fell between 
6464 and 6506 as a direct result of their 
completion of all of the requirements. 

After studying the information 
presented here, it is easy to see that the 
question of why certain dates were used 
on certain national bank notes has been 
answered,except for charter 209 through 


2536 in the first charter period and 
charter 209 through 1633 in the second 
charter period, where absolute answers 
have just not been derived. 

It seems obvious to this author that if a 
note from every charter period (if 
issued) on every national bank (that 
issued national bank notes) could be 
viewed, on a nation-wide basis, and if the 
minutes of some of the very early 
national banks could be scrutinized, a 
solution would be very close at hand in 
solving the remaining puzzle concern- 
ing the approximately first 2500 bank's 
dates. If it were not for the short sighted 
and self ingratiating people who have 
these notes and have refused to release 
information about them, then the 
history and numismatic researchers who 
are trying to shed more light on these 
items would have long ago explained 
away the confusion that exists concern- 
ing this and other aspects of the grand 
and glorious national bank note. 

This research project was very difficult 
and complex and did not evolve itself 
overnight. Many records and pub- 
lications were consulted, including 
organization and charter forms of many 
banks. The Commercial and Financial 
Cronical , Report of the Comptroller of 
the Currency (1863-1935), The Bankers 
Gazette , Rand McNallys Bankers Direc- 
tory Gast Paul Directory of Bankers and 
other bankers directories. The catalog- 
ing of the dates on newly discovered 
nationals was always an ongoing part of 
the project. Even after charting all of the 
collected information, it took many 
nights in which the midnight oil was 
burnt to extract the errors which were 
present in every publication. Making 
sense out of the conglomeration of facts 
and figures was always an ever present 
challenge. One of the most common 
errors encountered were dates of 
organization that were passed off as 
being the charter date and vice versa. 

It is hoped that researchers of national 
bank notes from other areas and states 
will read and assimilate the information 
presented here and then add to it and 
refine it until all questions have been 
answered.

This author would like to commend 
and thank Louis Van Belkum III and John 
Hickman for their contributions to the 
general knowledge of national bank 
notes. It was the extraction of dates on 
some Nebraska nationals from their 
research files that made the analysis and 
formulation of some early categories 
easier. When finally enough informa- 
tion was gathered, it was refined, cor- 
rected, added to, scrutinized and then 
put into the proper form so that patterns 
etc., could be perceived. 


For researchers of the future, a com- 
plete set of proof sheets of national bank 
notes, for every national bank that 
issued the old series nationals, does exist 
at the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D. C. They were transferred 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing to the Smithsonian a few years ago, 
and have lain there almost untouched 
since. A number of months were re- 
quired for this transfer because of the 
large amount of sheets involved and the 
generation of listings both at the 
transmitting and receiving body.

Family members may also enroll on a guaranteed acceptance 
basis. 

How does the ANA Group In-Hospital Money Program work?Members may choose 
from the $60 or $40-per-day plans. When an insured person enters the hospital for an 
accident or illness, the Group In-Hospital Money Program begins working. It pays 
either $60 or $40 for each day spent in the hospital for up to 365 days. Members over 
age 65 are covered under the $30-per-day plan designed to supplement Medicare. 

As a special feature, the Group In-Hospital Money Program pays double the chosen 
daily benefit if an insured member is confined in intensive care (including coronary 
care) before the age of 65. And, it pays one-half the chosen daily benefit if a member 
under age 65 is confined to a nursing home within seven days after a hospital 
confinement. 

Benefits under this Program are paid directly to the member — and in addition to 
any other insurance an ANA member may carry. 

The Special Enrollment Period with the guaranteed acceptance feature ends 
November 15, 1977. After that date, only members under age 60 may apply. ANA 
members will receive complete information about the ANA Group In-Hospital 
Money Program by mail.

During my three decades and three years in numismatics, I have 
been privileged to serve many thousands of numismatists in many 
ways, the most rewarding of which have been as a member of the 
governing body of the finest and largest numismatic fraternity in the 
world. 

While many collectors and businessmen in the hobby have come 
and gone, and new ideas and old ideas have had their day, one thing 
has remained constant . . . the Treasury's Bureau of the Mint Anti- 
Collector Policy, defacto since 1953, when Nellie Tayloe Ross left 
office. The only breath of fresh air from Treasury in recent years 
came in 1967, when Jim Conlon became Director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, I can only hope his successor will continue 
in the same progressive and efficient manner. 

Under Conlon, paper money collectors and philatelists were 
treated to everything from souvenir cards to honest answers about production as well as about 
errors. Comparatively, one Mint Director denied the very existence of coinage errors. 

Why the discrepancy? I say the discrepancy is due to a lack of positive, aggressive leadership! 
Since 1968, proof set prices have gone higher and higher. Mint set prices, too, have risen, but not 
as high as the proofs, with compulsory and expensive poor packaging being the norm. 

The coin shortage of the 60's was blamed on collectors, when in truth it was a result of 
inflationary scares and the poorest of planning by the Bureau of the Mint. Under those 
conditions our coinage was debased, not once, but twice . . . and decades of historical coinage 
headed for the melting pot. Administrations came and went, however. Treasury policy remained 
inflexible. Mint Directors may be forgiven for punishing numismatists because of their lack of 
numismatic expertise; they were merely following the commands of their Treasury mentors, 
who have committed many breaches of trust against collectors everywhere. 

When I started collecting, I could assemble virtually complete sets of cents to dollars back to 
the 1870's. Today's collector, however, does enjoy such freedom. Instead, he is offered a "Penny 
Bag." One Mint Director urged Congress to "keep our little penny." Fortunately, numismatists 
know that the United States doesn't have a penny, only cents . . . C-E-N-T-S. 

What we need are — 

1) Coins, not conversation . . . 

2) Commemorative coins and not just commemorative medals . . . 

3) Gold coins, not gold bullion . . . 

What we want are results, not reservations. 

How do we achieve these goals? Well . . . take a page from a success story. I'm proud of the fact 
that I'm a life member of the National Rifle Association, which has over a million active members. 
I'm pleased that its membership has been increasing by leaps and bounds. Why? Because the 
NRA has always fought a battle against those individuals who would abridge our constitutional 
right to "keep and bear arms." Their battle cry has been "Don't let the louses take our guns." 
Their theme is always "Punishment for Crime." We, though, suffer punishment for coins. Our 
coins have been taken away already. 

As a numismatist, you are punished for coins. For instance. Treasury decries commemorative 
coins as a modern evil, attended by profiteers and counterfeiters. Yet, we see coins of 
commemoration, as well as counterfeiters, mentioned in the Bible, for those who believe in that 
good book. 

Commemorative coinage has prevailed since the dawn of numismatics. Gold coins . . . 
electrum, at least . . . appeared in Man's history at the beginning of coinage. Tomorrow's 
historians may wonder what happened to the gold coinage of the greatest nation on earth. It's 
unlikely they will believe that such a nation would sell its gold to other countries for the minting 
of coins, to sell back at handsome profits to the citizens of the originating nation, such coinage 
being largely unredeemable. All of this is, unbelievably, condoned by the United States T reasury 
Department. If that isn't convincing, the ultimate paradox is that the United States Treasury 
Department is also supporting the distribution and sales of medals to be produced by the U.S. 
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Mint, based on taxpayers' money and sold by a private organization for profit. Perhaps it's time 
that each and every one of us, our relatives, neighbors and friends, as well as the entire ANA 
membership, declared war on the Treasury Department. If we can convince Congress to pass a 
law for decent coinage. Treasury will have to comply. I urge each of you to contact your 
Congressman and your Senators to support legislation to resume making commemorative coins 
in all metals. Let's have coins, not punishment.

Convention a Big Success for ANACS 

Everybody who attends a convention has individual standards of judging whether 
the show was good, or not so good. From ANACS point of view, the 86th Anniversary 
Convention of the ANA held in Atlanta was the best ever. 


For the first time, ANACS had a table 
to which convention goers and dealers 
could take coins and receive an opinion 
as to whether that coin was genuine or 
not. Surprisingly, the vast majority of 
coins checked were judged to be 
genuine. We did have to disappoint a 
few people and tell them that their coins 
were either not genuine or were altered 
in some way. 

However, offsetting those few disap- 
pointments, was the occasional coin that 
was not what the owner thought but was 
something equally worthwhile and 
often more interesting. Like the 1954-S 
nickel brought to the ANACS table by 
Jim Bible. We had to tell him that his 
nickel was not an S over D mintmark, but 
was a doubled die reverse. His joy at the 
news made our day complete! 

Then there was the satisfaction in 
being able to confirm such things as a 
diechip which caused a completely 
filled G in GOD on Steve Cyrkin's silver 
dollar, two different stages of the same 
die on two 1916-D dimes belonging to 
Tina Olson and an 1862 gold dollar with a 
doubled die obverse that was spotted by 
Fred Weinberg of Numismatics, Ltd. 

There was also the personal satisfac-

tion, if a bit of bragging will be tolerated, 
in having large numbers of people stop 
at the table to admire the photographic 
work done by the ANACS staff. We took 
a "brag book" with us that contained 
some full obverse and full reverse 
photos of coins as well as detail prints 
that were shot through our microscope. 
We soon lost track of the number of 
people who had questions about our 
photographic and darkroom techni- 
ques. 

All of these things (giving opinions on 
coins, answering questions, etc.) had a 
very definite purpose. For too long 
ANACS had hidden behind an unlisted 
phone number at an office address that 
was never made public. 

With the move to Colorado Springs

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and new administrative personnel, it was 
decided that the hobby could be better 
served by being open with collectors, by 
not absolutely discouraging visitors and 
by letting collectors know that the 
ANACS office is staffed by human beings 
rather than by omniscient gods who 
couldn't be bothered with collectors 
concerns. 

At the convention it was gratifying to 
be able to sit in on the meeting of the 
Board of Governors and get the "go- 
head" to start authenticating paper 
money, on a limited scale for the time 
being. 

We will not attempt to authenticate 
any paper money that is legal tender in 
the United States, nor any that is covered 
by reciprocal agreements with foreign 
governments. Also, ANACS will not 
authenticate any U.S. or foreign paper 
money if the photographing and reten- 
tion of those negatives is forbidden by 
that governmental authority. 

ANACS intends to start slowly with 
non-legal tender issues such as Colonial 
and Continental currency, broken bank 
notes and Confederate issues. 

Some of the most widely known and 
respected names in the paper money 
field have agreed to act as consultants. 
Being an ANACS consultant is largely a 
thankless task. They must be generous in 
giving of their valuable time for which 
they receive little more than our 
heartfelt thanks and eternal gratitude. 
They are true numismatists!

Leonardo da Vinci was, in the minds of many, an artist and inventor of unrivaled 
genius. His sketches and drawings are meticulously detailed and unfailingly accurate. 
At the height of the Renaissance he designed both a submarine and an airplane, but it 
took several hundred years for each to become a reality. Da Vinci also created a coin 
stamper and of the two working models in existence, your ANA museum is now the 
proud possessor of one of them. 


The working model was constructed 
by Dr. Roberto A. Guatelli, fabricator of 
the similar stamper presently in the 
Smithsonian Institution. The model is 
faithful to da Vinci's original design and 
stands approximately ten feet tall. Un- 
veiled by the Roger Williams Mint on 
the opening day of the recently con- 
cluded convention in Atlanta, the 
stamper aroused great interest and 


curiosity. It was presented to your 
association at the convention banquet 
by David Kilmartin, in memory and 
honor of his father, John D. Kilmartin, 
mint founder and an outstanding in- 
taglio engraver and die cutter. 

Heavily padded and packed aboard a 
large van, the stamper arrived in 
Colorado Springs in perfect condition 
on September 8. The entire office staff

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watched with concern as it was carefully 
and gingerly removed from the van, 
lifted into the rotunda lobby area, and 
reassembled without incident. That it is a 
working model was promptly proven, 
but equally evident was its fragility! 
Specimens of the product of the 3/4" 
dies are included in the display. 

On October 1 the new Stack's 
Galleries of your museum were officially 
dedicated. To commemorate the event 
the Roger Williams Mint also prepared 
and struck 39 mm medals of bronze and 
silver, the obverse of which bears a 
portrait of da Vinci and his stamper, with 
the legend LEONARDO DA VINCI 
COIN STAMPER. Central to the reverse 
of the medal is a rendering of your 
headquarters building in a natural set- 
ting. The legend reads: AMERICAN 
NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION, and, in 
the exergue, GALLERY DEDICATION 
OCTOBER 1, 1977, COLORADO 

SPRINGS, COLORADO, USA. Within 


the attractive brochure is the following 
message: "Coin stamping as we know it 
today, was conceived during the 
Renaissance by one of the greatest 
geniuses that ever lived, Leonardo da 
Vinci. His designs for the first coin 
stamping press and his construction of 
the working model created the impetus 
to advance the art of minting from a 
primitive to a sophisticated science. The 
American Numismatic Association's 
Museum Gallery exhibits important ex- 
amples of the art of minting. Indeed, the 
gallery not only calls attention to what 
has been accomplished in the past, but is 
a catalyst to inspire excellence in design 
and sculpture in the field of minting for 
generations of the future.". 

These medals will be available to 
future museum visitors and are currently 
available by mail from ANA head- 
quarters.

Leonardo da Vinci Featured on New ANA Medal 



Many remember him as the man whose plans would one day transform ordinary men into 
birds of the sky . . . others recall him as the designer of machines which would one day enable 
man to travel safely under the seas . . . Leonardo da Vinci — one of the greatest genuises of all 
time. But for all his accomplishments, few people are aware of his role as the designer of the first 
coin stamping press. Leonardo da Vinci, father of inventions, was also the originator of the 
essence of modern numismatic production! 

To honor the American Numismatic Association museum and its goal of perserving 
numismatic history, the Roger Williams Mint created a working model of the first da Vinci coin 
stamper, based on actual da Vinci drawings. It is capable of stamping quarter-sized coins and 
medals, and is now on permanent exhibit at ANA headquarters. 

To commemorate the dedication of the coin stamping press and as a tribute to this example of 
the genius of Leonardo da Vinci, the association commissioned a medal to salute the event. 
Sculpted in high relief, the medal depicts a portrait of Leonardo de Vinci along with his coin 
stamper invention on the obverse while the reverse shows a frontal view of ANA headquarters. 
Minted by the Roger Williams Mint in Providence, Rhode Island, the medal is being struck in 
antique bronze and .999 fine proof silver, priced at $4.50 and $15 each respectively.

Elston G. Bradfield

Elston G. Bradfield, ninth editor of The 
Numismatist , succumbed to Parkinson's 
disease in a Chicago area hospital on 
August 13. One of life's oddities is that 
Elston took over the editorship late in 
1954 as a result of then editor Stuart 
Mosher's poor health, and was forced to 
relinquish it eleven years later due to 
deterioration of his own health. 

Born in Columbus, Ind., in January 
1906, Elston attended the University of 
Indiana at Bloomington, and later ma- 
jored in journalism at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, III. Following con- 
nection with the trade publication 
Advertising Age, Elston became 
associated with the Chicago Tribune in 
1928 and eventually became its assistant 
librarian. His experiences in World War 
II, connected with his studies of history 
in general and military history in par- 
ticular, led to close association with 
Tribune publisher Robert R. McCormick 
in research for his many speeches and 
articles. 

Never an ardent collector, Elston 
nevertheless became a member of 
Chicago Coin Club in 1946 and later 
served as its president. As editor of 
Central States Numismatic Society, he 
founded The Sentinel in 1954 and was its 
editor through 1963 (name changed to 
The Centinel in 1959). When Elston 
succeeded Stuart Moser as editor of The 
Numismatist with the October 1954 
issue, he was the first person with a 
background in journalism to fill the 
position. 

“Brad" became well known in 
numismatic circles, not only through his 
two editorships but also due to other 


related activities. He served on several 
ANA committees such as convention 
papers and Heath Literary Awards. He 
contributed a large amount of original 
material to The Numismatist throughout 
his editorship, took an active part in 
publishing the four volumes Selections 
From The Numismatist in 1960, and two 
years later served as editor of 
Introduction to Numismatics, a 48 page 
pamphlet that is still sent to each new 
ANA member. 

Distinctive honors were bestowed 
upon Brad during his relatively short 
span of activity to an extent enjoyed by 
few in the hobby. He would not approve 
an exhaustive listing of them but includ- 
ed were Medals of Merit from at least 
three prestigious organizations, an ANA 
Life Membership by direction of the 
Board of Governors, the ANA Farran 
Zerbe Memorial Award in 1963, and the 
Numismatic Ambassador Award by 
Krause Publications. 

Those who knew Brad primarily for his 
numismatic achievements missed the 
other faces of this many faceted man. He 
was also a soldier, historian, researcher, 
leader and a devoted husband. Yet it was 
the combination of his sincerity and 
unaffected manner, his complete devo- 
tion to any undertaking, and the respect 
he felt for his fellow men that set him 
apart as a truly outstanding person. 

Survivors are his wife, the former Jean 
Lambert, and a sister, Katherine. During 
the long struggle against his affliction, 
Jean devoted untold hours to the study 
of Parkinson's disease so as to better care 
for Brad and for the benefit of others so 
afflicted. She asks for contributions for

She would come bouncing into the 
office, a twinkle in her eye, saying hello 
and teasing everyone . . . expounding on 
her latest interest in nutrition or telling 
us the recent adventures of her animal 
family, most of whom were strays before 
she took them under her heart's wing . . . 
it was like a breath of fresh air in 
everyone's busy day. She had a concern 
for each of us, and a positive outlook on 
life which was infectious, and like her 
strays she caught the love of us all . ... 

. . . Then on August 4th at age 47, Faye 
Audra Rochette died of cancer after 15 
long months in which all the staff at ANA 
headquarters agonized with her as the 
disease battled against her interminable 
spirit, finally taking its toll. 

Born on April 14, 1930, Faye attended 
Soldan High School in St. Louis, Mo. It 
was while Edward C. Rochette was 
stationed in St. Louis with the U.S. Navy 
that they met, fell in love, and married in 
1945. 

Faye made her first appearance at an 
ANA convention in 1960 at Boston, an 
event Ed was covering for Numismatic 
News. In December of that year they 
moved to lola, Wis. where Ed became 
ed itor of the News. I n 1 967, the Rochettes 
moved to Colorado Springs where Ed 
joined the staff of the ANA as editor, 
later becoming director, a position 
currently known as executive vice presi- 
dent. Her husband's staunchest sup- 
porter for the 32 happy years they 
shared, Faye accompanied Ed on many 
of his ANA business trips and never 
missed the annual convention. She was a 
popular member of several informal 
groups which meet in conjunction with 


the ANA convention, but principally 
served as social hostess and goodwill 
ambassador for ANA headquarters. 

“The ANA lost a good friend. She was 
certainly a friend to the many thousands 
of people in the association and was a 
familiar face and voice at ANA and other 
conventions over the years. She will be 
greatly missed," said Grover Criswell, 
ANA president. 

“Her warm personality and love for 
the people within the hobby permeated 
each convention she attended and the 
people who were fortunate enough to 
know her. She will be missed," stated 
Chester L. Krause, president of Krause 
Publications. 

One staff member spoke for all in 
saying, “Faye left an indelible impres- 
sion on those of us who knew her at ANA 
headquarters, both in her optimistic zest 
for life and in her close relationship to 
Ed. Her bravery in fighting the disease 
which claimed her was matched only by 
the bravery and unfailing devotion 
shown by Ed, and she died in peace, 
knowing that she was surrounded by 
love. For us, her spirit will never be lost." 

Funeral services were held August 8 
at St. Mary's Catholic Church in 
Colorado Springs where many friends 
from throughout the country, both 
numismatic and personal, gathered for 
last respects. Burial was held later at the 
family plot at Notre Dame Cemetary in 
Worcester, Mass. 

Surviving with her husband are three 
sons, Edward C. Ill, Paul and Phillip; her 
mother, Alice Bowen of St. Louis; and a 
brother, Richard Rucker, also of St. 
Louis. — PB

What ANA family has the largest number of juniors actively participating in the 
Roman Coin Project? Before answering this question, how many juniors in your family 
are earning, and at not cost in dollars and cents, Roman and Byzantine coins? You say 
none? Then why don't you represent your family and get in on the big ANA give-away 
act? More about this later. 


Now for the answer to the question. It 
is the Paguia family of Pittsburgh, Penn. 
This family has three active participants 
in the RCP: Mary Michelle, Maria 
Renee, and Danielle Elise. This is great, 
three from a single family. As a thought- 
ful goal, why don't we try and obtain at 
least one junior from each ANA family 
that has juniors in it? 

But back to the Paguia family, these 
three juniors certainly have a lot going 
for them. The first two are twelve-year 
old twins, the only twins in the program. 
Danielle Elise just turned eleven. All 
three juniors earned their first Roman 
coin about the same time that they 
reached their eleventh birthdays. In 
each case they spoke to their coin club 
on the broad topic of "Why I Enjoy 
Numismatics." One of the reasons given 
was the opportunity to participate in the 
Roman Coin Project, surely an ac- 
credited reason. 

Each of the Paguia juniors has earned a 
second Roman coin, this time for ac- 
quiring a collectors badge in the Girl 
Scouts. They are soon enrolling in the 
YNCC (for coin number four) and need 
only one more within the several other 
categories to complete the Basic RCP. 
Then on to the Advanced RCP and four 
Byzantine coins, from the civilization 
sometimes referred to as "the Roman 
Empire of the East." Thus they have 
several good wholesome years ahead of 
ANA participation within thetwo part of 
the Roman Coin Project. Eventually they 
will each earn a total of eight ancient 
coins, plus probably a bonus coin, just 


for doingthings in numismatics thatthey 
want to do anyway. Thus the entire 
Paguia family can receive a total of 27 
ancient coins, all without any dollar 
investment. And if there are young 
brothers or sisters, this number can be 
appreciably increased. They will also 
each receive, after completing the Basic 
RCP, a copy of Barclay V. Head's "Hand- 
book of Greek and Roman Coins." 

In addition to the coins already earn- 
ed, Mary Michelle and Maria Renee 
have both signed two new members to 
the ANA. Thus they have each already 
earned a Byzantine coin, but by the 
ground rules these coins cannot be 
awarded until the first four (Roman) 
coins have been earned. 

Of course all juniors can do the same: 
sign new members to ANA and earn 
Byzantine coins even though they have 
not completed the Basic RCP. Distribu- 
tion of these Byzantine coins will be 
made at the same time Roman coin No. 4 
is awarded for completing the YNCC. 

How about you? Are yor earning your 
share of Ancient coins? Most juniors, in 
fact most numismatists, confine their 
collecting to American only. But it is an 
acknowledged fact that Roman coins are 
the heart and central focus of all 
numismatics. Here is your opportunity's 
a junior, to acquire four Roman and four 
Byzantine coins, plus a handbook of 
Greek and Roman coins, all at no cost in 
dollars.

Egyptian 

Medal Collection 
Complements 
King Tut Art Exhibit 


It was 33 centuries ago that Egyptian boy-king Tutankhamun was buried, and 55 years since his 
tomb was discovered near the Nile River. The Arab Republic of Egypt has made a loan of fifty-five 
treasures from the tomb of King Tut to five major museums in the U. S. showing now through 
1979.

Federal Charter and Constitution 




U. S. Statutes at Large, 82nd Congress, 1911- 
1913, Vol. 37, Part I, Public Laws, as amended 
by Act of April 10, 1962, 87th Congress, Public 
Law 87-433. 

CHAPTER 106. — An Act to incorporate the 
American Numismatic Association. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that H. O. 
Granberg, of Oshkosh, Wisconsin; William A. 
Ashbrook, of Johnstown, Ohio; Henry Chap- 
man, of Philadelphia; J. M. Henderson, of 
Columbus, Ohio; Howland Wood, 
Brookline, Massachusetts, together with such 
persons as they may associate with 
themselves, and their successors, be, and they 
hereby are, constituted a body corporate of 
the District of Columbia. 

Section 2. That the name of such body 
corporate shall be “American Numismatic 
Association/' and by that name it shall have 
[succession of fifty years, save as hereinafter 
provided! perpetual succession. 

Section 3. That the objects of the said 
corporation shall be to advance the 
knowledge of numismatics along 
educational, historical, and scientific lines in 
all its various branches; to assist in bringing 
about better cooperation between all per- 
sons interested in the coinage, circulation, 
classification, collection, sales, exhibition, use 
and preservation of all coins, bills, and 
medals; to acquire and disseminate 
trustworthy information bearing upon these 
topics; to promote greater popular interest in 
the science of numismatology, and for the 
particular purpose of bringing the 
numismatists of America into closer relations 
with one another, and of promoting friendly 
feeling for one another through social inter- 
course, the interchange of ideas and dis- 
cussions of mutual interest; to acquire, own, 
hold, and dispose of such personal property 
and own real estate for its own use, as may be 
necessary to properly carry into effect the 


purposes herein set forth, and to perform all 
such other acts and things as may be 
necessary to the full carrying into effect the 
said purposes, but such purposes do not 
include operations for pecuniary profit. 

Section 4. That the principal office of said 
Association shall be in the District of Colum- 
bia, but the association through its represen- 
tatives shall have power to establish and 
maintain such other offices throughout 
America as the business of the Association 
may require. 

Section 5. That the control of such cor- 
poration shall be vested in a board of not less 
than five governors, to be elected by the 
members of such Association. The incor- 
porators hereof shall act as the board of 
governors for the Members in good standing 
and those in their stead. 

Section 6. That the board of governors 
shall have the power to make such prudential 
bylaws and regulations as they may deem 
proper for the management and control of 
the business and affairs of the Association not 
inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the 
United States of America. 

Section 7. That said Association shall 
further have power to have and use a com- 
mon seal and to alter and change the same at 
its pleasure; to sue and be sued in any court of 
the United States or other court of competent 
jurisdiction; to take or receive for the pur- 
poses of the Association any gift, grant, or 
device, and to accept and administer any trust 
for the purposes of the Association. 

Section 8. That this Act shall be subject to 
alteration, amendment, or repeal at the 
pleasure of the Congress of the United States. 

Section 9. That this Act shall take effect 
immediately on its passage.

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BYLAWS 


THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION, in order to best effectuate the 
objects and purposes set forth in the Federal Charter granted to it by the Congress of 
the United States of America on May 9, 1912, and amended April 10, 1962, does hereby 
adopt the following bylaws and regulations. 

ARTICLE I 

Members — Eligibility and Privileges 


Section 1 . The membership of this 
Association shall consist of Regular Members, 
Club Members, Associate Members, Junior 
Members, Life Members and Honorary 
Members. Memberships are not transferable 
from one person to another. 

Section 2. All members shall be entitled to 
all the privileges of the Association, including 
the right to vote, hold office (subject to any 
limitations set forth in Article VI hereof),and 
receive the official publications of the 
Association, except that: 

(a) Associate Members shall not be en- 
titled to hold office or receive the official 
magazine of the Association. 

(b) Members under 21 years of age may 
not hold office. A member under 18 years of 
age may not borrow books from the Associa- 
tion Library unless his parent or guardian shall 
guarantee the return thereof in their condi- 
tion at the time of such borrowing. 

(c) Honorary Members shall not be eligi- 
ble to hold office unless they were Regular 
Members or Life Members of the Association 
at the time Honorary Membership was con- 
ferred upon them. 

(d) Club Members may not hold office. 

Section 3. Regular Members shall be 
those individuals now Regular Members in 
good standing and those hereafter admitted 
as Regular Members in the marner 
hereinafter set forth: 

Any individual of good moral character, 18 
years of age or over, shall be eligible for 
Regular Membership, provided his applica- 
tion is approved in writing by two persons, at 
least one of whom is a member of the 
Association in good standing. 

Every full-time employee of the Associa- 
tion, 18 years of age or over, (other than any 
appointed officer referred to in Article IV, 
Section 3(g) hereof) may be a Regjlar 
Member of the Association for the duration 
of his employment without payment ol an 
admission fee or dues. 


Section 4. Any nonprofit numismatic 
club, society, association or corporation and 
any museum, archives, public library or 
school shall be eligible for Club Membership 
provided the applicant is approved by the 
Executive Vice-President. Any application 
made under this subsection shall be accom- 
panied by a copy of the constitution and 
bylaws of said applicant unless this require- 
ment is specifically waived by the Executive 
Vice-President. Any such organization, nowa 
Regular Member in good standing, shall be 
deemed to be a Club Member. 

Section 5. Associate Members shall be 
those individuals now Associate Members in 
good standing and those persons hereafter 
admitted as such in the manner hereinafter 
set forth: 

(a) Any individual 11 years of age or over, 
who is a son, daughter or spouse of a Regular 
Member or Life Member in good standing, 
shall be eligible for Associate Membership, 
provided his application be approved in 
writing by such member. 

(b) Any Associate Member, 18 years of age 
or over, in good standing, may become a 
Regular Member upon due application 
therefor to the Executive Vice-President, and 
payment of the admission fee and one year's 
advance dues provided, however, that no 
admission fee will be required if such 
Associate Member makes such application 
during his eighteenth year. Any such appli- 
cant shall retain his Associate Membership 
number. 

Section 6. Junior Members shall be those 
individuals now Junior Members in good 
standing and those persons hereafter ad- 
mitted as such in the manner hereinafter set 
forth: 

(a) Any individual of good moral 
character, 11 years of age or over but less than 
18 years of age, shall be eligible for Junior 
Membership, provided such individual's 
application be approved in writing by two 
persons, at lease one of whom is a parent or 
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guardian of the applicant and at least one of 
whom is a Member in good standing. 

(b) During the minority of a Junior 
Member, his membership number shall be 
preceded by the letter “J.” Upon reaching his 
majority, the said Junior Member shall 
automatically become a Regular Member and 
entitled to all the privileges thereof. 

Section 7. Life Members shall be those 
individuals, 18 years of age or over, 
numismatic clubs and kindred associations, 
now Life Members and those individuals and 
clubs hereafter admitted as such in the 
manner hereinafter set forth: 

(a) Any individual or numismaticclubshall 
be eligible for Life Membership, provided the 
application therefor be approved by the 
Executive Vice-President. Such Life 
Membership may be bestowed by the Board 
of Governors by its own action upon a 
Member who has rendered the Association 
some special service. 

Section 8. Honorary Membership may be 
conferred only by the Board of Governors 
upon any person who has rendered the 
Association or the science of numismatics 
some particular or noteworthy service or who 
is considered deserving of the special and 
distinctive title of Honorary Member. 

ARTICLE II 

Membership — Application, 
Admission and Dues 

Section 1. Applications to become 
Regular Members, Club Members, Associate 
Members, Junior Members or Life Members 
shall be made in writing on forms prescribed 
by the Board of Governors. Such applications 
shall furnish the name, address and occupa- 
tion of the applicant, and if an individual, the 
age at last birthday as well as the date and kind 
of membership applied for. 

Section 2. Such application, with the en- 
dorsement of the requisite sponsors, as set 
forth in Article 1, and the advance dues and 
fee shall be sent to the Executive Vice- 
President, who shall cause notice of the 
application to be published in the official 
magazine. 

Section 3. If no written objection to such 
admission be received by the Executive Vice- 
President by the first of the month succeeding 
the publication of said application, the appli- 
cant shall be admitted on the first day of the 
second succeeding month. 


Section 4. If written and timely objection 
to such admission be received by the Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President, he shall thereupon 
advise the applicant of the nature of the 
objections and request an answer thereto. 
When this has been received, the Executive 
Vice-President shall forward all the available 
information to the Board of Governors for 
consideration and action. The Board of 
Governors may either accept or reject such 
application and in either event notify the 
Executive Vice-President of its decision. 

Section 5. 

(a) When the Board of Governors accepts 
the said application, the applicant shall be 
admitted and notice thereof caused to be 
published in the official magazine. 

(b) In case the application be rejected, the 
advance payment for dues and fee shall be 
returned to the applicant. 

(a) The dues of Regular Members, Club 
Members, Associate Members, Junior 
Members and Life Members shall be in an 
amount or amounts to be determined by the 
Board of Governors. 

(b) Honorary Members and members 
receiving 50-Year Membership Gold Medals 
shall not be required to pay dues. 

(c) An admission fee, in an amount to be 
determined by the Board of Governors, shall 
be payable by each applicant for Regular 
Membership and Club Membership. 

ARTICLE III 

Members — Resignation, 
Suspension and Expulsion 

Section 1 . No member shall be permitted 
to resign from the Association while he is 
indebted to it in any manner or while charges 
are pending against him. 

Section 2. Annual dues shall be payable to 
the Executive Vice-President in advance on 
January 1st of each year. Any member who 
fails to pay his dues before March 1st in any 
year shall be liable to suspension, in which 
case his name shall be dropped from the 
membership rolls and removed from the 
mailing list. Any member suspended for 
nonpayment of dues or who has resigned, 
may be reinstated upon payment of 
arrearages due at the time of suspension or 
resignation, as well as all subsequent dues to 
date, provided no charges are pending 
against him, and in such case, only if the 
charges are withdrawn or dismissed. If 
aforesaid payments are not made, then the 
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individual must apply as a new member and 
receive a new membership number if ad- 
mitted. 

Section 3. 

(a) Any member violating the bylaws of the 
Association, committing any unethical act in 
his dealings with others, unjustly defaming 
the character of any other member, inte rfer- 
ing with the activities of the Association, 
committing a criminal offense, engaging in 
conduct unbecoming to a member, engaging 
in conduct prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association, or failing to respond to official 
correspondence of the Association, shall be 
subject to expulsion or other disciplinary 
action as hereinafter provided. 

(b) The selling and/or trading by any 
member on three or more occasions of 
counterfeit or altered numismatic items 
irrespective of his lack of knowledge as to the 
authenticity thereof, may be deemed to 
constitute conduct unbecoming to a member 
and prejudicial to the welfare of the Associa- 
tion. 

(c) The selling and/or trading by any 
member on one or more occasions of 
counterfeit or altered numismatic items with 
knowledge as to the lack of authenticity 
thereof, shall be deemed to constitute con- 
duct unbecoming to a member and pre- 
judicial to the welfare of the Association. 

(d) The selling and/or trading of reproduc- 
tions generally accepted and collected by 
numismatists and not in any way mis- 
represented as genuine shall not be deemed 
to constitute conduct unbecoming to a 
member or prejudicial to the welfare of the 
Association. 

(e) The advertising or offering for sale or 
trade of any coin which has been whizzed, 
and which is represented to be of a higher or 
of a more nearly perfect condition than was 
the coin prior to it being whizzed, shall be 
deemed to constitute conduct unbecoming 
to a member and prejudicial to the welfare of 
the Association. A whizzed coin is one from 
which metal has been removed by one or 
more means, such as engraving, acid treat- 
ment, buffing, burnishing, sandblasting, 
vapor honing or whisking with a brush of 
brass or other metal. 

Section 4. 

(a) Whenever it is charged in writing and 
with particularity, by a person referred to 
herein as the Complainant, that any member, 
referred to herein as the Respondent has 
engaged in or is engaging in the acts or 
practices described in Section 3 of this Anicle, 
the Association may initiate an investigation 


of such acts or practices. Investigation shall be 
undertaken by the Executive Vice-President 
or by personnel as he shall designate. 

(b) If the Executive Vice-President deter- 
mines after such investigation that it is not 
probable that the Respondent has engaged in 
or is engaging in the acts or practices describ- 
ed in Section 3 of this Article, he shall notify 
the Complainant of his determination. If he 
determines that such acts or practices are or 
have been engaged in, he shall, in ap- 
propriate cases, endeavor to eliminate such 
practices by informal methods of conference, 
conciliation and persuasion. 

(c) If the Executive Vice-President fails to 
effect the elimination or reconciliation of the 
acts or practices complained of or if he 
determines that such efforts are inap- 
propriate, he shall: 

1. Refer the said Complaint to the Board 
for its consideration not less than sixty (60) 
days after said referral. 

2. Notify the Respondent of the referral 
of the charge made against him and of the 
date set for the Board's consideration of the 
same by mailing a written copy or summary 
thereof by registered mail directed to him 
at the address last furnished to the Associa- 
tion or to another address acquired by said 
Respondent or others. A copy of this Article 
III of the Bylaws shall accompany said 
notice and shall serve asadvice of the rights 
provided to a Respondent in such 
proceedings and of the possible conse- 
quences of disciplinary proceedings under 
this section. 

(d) Upon the written application of the 
Respondent at any time prior to the con- 
sideration of the charge by the Board in 
session at the time and place given in the 
notice to the Respondent, said Respondent 
may request and shall be given a full and fairly 
conducted hearing before the Board on the 
charge brought against him. The Respondent 
shall be given ample time for preparation and 
presentation of a defense; shall have the right 
to cross-examine the witnesses who testify 
against him and to present witnesses in his 
own behalf. 

(e) In the absence of a request for a 
hearing pursuant to paragraph (d) hereof, the 
Board shall consider the Complaint upon 
such evidence as may appear from the Com- 
plaint, the Executive Vice-President's in- 
vestigation and such written defense or ex- 
planations as the Respondent may submit, 
and shall rule upon the same under such rules 
and regulations as it may adopt. 
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(f) The Board may dismiss charges or it 
may censure, suspend or expel a Respondent. 
It may cause the results of its action and the 
grounds therefor to be published in the 
official magazine. Until the final decision of 
the Board, the Respondent shall continue in 
good standing. 

Section 5. Whenever the Board of Gover- 
nors is informed (through sources deemed by 
the Board to be reliable) that a member has 
been indicted or otherwise prosecuted for 
the alleged commission of a criminal offense, 
the Board of Governors may suspend such 
member pending the final determination of 
such proceedings. I n the event that the Board 
of Governors (through sources deemed by 
the Board to be reliable) is informed that a 
member has pleaded guilty to the commis- 
sion of a criminal offense or has been judicial- 
ly convicted of committing a criminal offense, 
the Board may expel such member unless an 
appeal is pending from the conviction upon 
which the expulsion was based and the Board 
has been informed thereof. A member may 
be suspended or expelled pursuant to this 
Section 5 whether or not written charges are 
brought against him and without compliance 
with the requirements of Section 3 
preceeding. The Board may cause the result 
of its action hereunder to be published in the 
official magazine. 

Section 6. The board may reinstate the 
membership of any person or entity who has 
been expelled from the Association. 

ARTICLE IV 

Elected Officers — Duties 

Section 1. The elected officers of the 
Association shall be a President, a Vice- 
President and a Board of Governors com- 
prised of seven elected governors and the 
President and Vice-President. The term, 
"governor/’ as used in these Bylaws refers to 
the seven officers elected as governors; the 
terms "Board of Governors" and "Board 
members" refer to the body comprised of 
seven governors and the President and Vice- 
President. 

(a) No member shall be eligible for elec- 
tion as President or Vice-President unless he 
shall have first been elected and served at 
least (1) term as governor. 

Section 2. The President shall have 
general supervision over all the affairs of the 
Association. His duties shall include, but not 
be limited to, the following: 

(a) To preside at all meetings of the 
Association. 


(b) To call meetings of the Board of Gover- 
nors and preside thereat. 

(c) To appoint all district or club represen- 
tatives and all committees that may be 
necessary, and to remove them at will. 

(d) To countersign all proper warrants 
drawn by the Executive Vice-President or the 
Treasurer. He may delegate the Vice- 
President to perform all or a designated 
portion of this function. 

(e) To require the Executive Vice- 
President to render regular monthly reports. 

(f) To make a call for nominations of 
officers to appear in the January issue of the 
official magazine, in the years in which 
elections are to be held. 

(g) To inform, in writing, other members 
of the board promptly of all significant action 
relative to the Association that he or the 
Executive Vice-President takes; and this shall 
include developments affecting its status and 
operation. 

Section 3. The duties of the Vice- 
President shall be: 

(a) To assist the President, upon his re- 
quest, in the discharge of his duties. 

(b) To act in the place of the President, in 
case of his absence or disability. 

(c) To succeed to the position of President, 
in case of his death or resignation. 

Section 4. The Board of Governors shall 
have the power to act on the affairs and 
business of the Association, including but not 
being limited to: 

(a) Decide on the time and place for 
holding conventions. 

(b) Prescribe the form of membership 
applications and official ballots. 

(c) Rule on the admission of applicants 
against whom objections are raised. 

(d) Rule on disposition of formal charges 
brought against a member. 

(e) Fix subscription rates of the official 
magazine and charges for other official 
publications. 

(f) Fix advertising rates for space in the 
official magazine and rules and regulations in 
connection therewith. 

(g) Appoint an Executive Vice-President; 
Assistants to the Executive Vice-President; 
Editor; Assistant Editor; Assistants to the 
Editor; Advertising Manager; Assistant to the 
Advertising Manager; Director of Publicity; 
Librarian; Assistant to the Librarian; 
Treasurer; Legal Counsel; Museum Curator; 
Assistant Curator; Historian; Sergeant at 
Arms; Assistants to the Sergeant at Arms; 
Washington, D.C. Representative. 
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(h) Fix the compensation of all paic of- 
ficers of the Association. 

(i) Prescribe which elected and appointed 
officers should be bonded and fix the 
amounts thereof. 

(j) Fix the dues of Regular Members, Club 
Members, Associate Members, Junior 
Members and Life Members. 

(k) Remove from office elected or ap- 
pointed officer who does not or cannot meet 
the requirements of his office. 

(l) Prescribe the time and manner of 
publication and distribution of a directory of 
members. 

(m) A quorum for the transaction of 
business at meetings of the Board of Gover- 
nors shall consist of seven (7) members. 

(n) The President shall have the same i ight 
to vote as any other member of the Board of 
Governors. 

(o) Any proposed change in these Bylaws 
that would affect the structure of the Board of 
Governors or the basic operation of the 
Association shall be published with reasons 
therefore, affording opportunity of com- 
ments from the membership, at least twice in 
The Numismatist prior to any action by the 
Board of Governors on such proposed 
change. An affirmative vote of five (5) 
members of the Board of Governors sha I be 
required in order to amend the Bylaws of the 
Association. 

(p) Voting by mail is permitted, bu: an 
affirmative mail vote of all members of the 
Board of Governors shall be required for 
bylaw amendments and an affirmative mail 
vote of not less than seven (7) members o : the 
Board of Governors shall be required for all 
resolutions. 

(q) Meetings of the Board of Governors 
shall be conducted according to Robert's 
Rules of Order except as otherwise herein 
provided. 

(r) In addition to meeting at the Annual 
Convention of the Association, the Board of 
Governors may hold additional meetings at 
times and places to be determined by a 
majority vote of said Board (or by an affir- 
mative vote of not less than seven (7) 
members of the said Board in the event of a 
mail vote) which vote may be initiated by the 
President or by any member of the Board of 
Governors. 

ARTICLE V 

Elected Officers — Ethics 

Section 1 . No Board member will be 
eligible for a bourse table at an ANA conven- 
tion. 


Section 2. A Board member will not be 
eligible to receive during his term of office a 
competitive exhibit award, the Farran Zerbe 
Award, the Medal of Merit, a Health Literary 
Award, or any other award given by ANA; 
provided, however, that he may accept the 25 
year and 50 year membership medals and 
non-competitive exhibit awards during such 
term. 

Section 3. A Board member may file a 
written complaint against another ANA 
member, but may not orally argue in support 
of his complaint at any Board meeting, in the 
absence of the party against whom the com- 
plaint is filed. He may supplement such 
written complaint by written statements and 
other evidential matters provided that copies 
thereof are furnished to the other party prior 
to taking any disciplinary action. A Board 
member may orally answer questions of other 
Board members regarding such complaint. A 
Board member may not vote at a meeting of 
the Complaints Committee or at a meeting of 
the Board with respect ot any complaint made 
by him or against him. 

Section 4. A Board member may not vote 
at a Board meeting on any matter in which he 
has a financial interest or which involves any 
company or firm with which he is associated 
as an owner, director, employee or 
otherwise. The ownership of less than one 
half of one percent (1/2%) of the corporate 
stock of any company listed on a national 
securities exchange shall not be deemed to 
be an ownership or financial interest suf- 
ficient to disqualify him from voting upon a 
matter in which such company is involved. 

ARTICLE VI 
Officers — Election 

Section 1 . The President, in the January 
issue of The Numismatist for each election 
year (i.e. 1967 and each odd numbered year 
thereafter), shall issue a call for nominations 
of officers to be elected during said year. 
Nominations shall be submitted in writing to 
the Executive Vice-President by any member 
entitled to vote, not earlier than February 1st 
and not later than April 15th of said election 
year. Club nominations must bear the 
signatures and addresses of at least two 
officers of the nominating club. A nominee 
must be a member who is entitled to hold 
office under Article 1, Section 2 hereof and 
must have been a member in good standing 
and so entitled to hold office for not less than 
three (3) consecutive years immediately prior 
to nomination. In order to be a candidate for 
office, a member must receive at least five (5) 
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nominations from member clubs in good 
standing and at least five (5) nominations 
from individual members in good standing. 
No member may nominate himself nor 
nominate a number of candidates for any 
office in excess of the number to be elected 
therefor. The Executive Vice-President shall 
promptly write to each nominee notifying 
him of such nominations and requesting his 
written acceptance or refusal thereof. No 
nominee may accept a nomination for more 
than one elective office in any one election. 
Nominations shall be accepted or declined 75 
days prior to the opening day of the election 
year convention. 

Section 2. The Executive Vice-President 
shall cause a list of the nominees and a 
designation as to which of said nominees 
have received the required number of 
nominations from member clubs and from 
individual members to be published in the 
issues of The Numismatist for April through 
July, inclusive, of the election year. The 
names of nominators and the number of 
nominators shall not be so published, but the 
Executive Vice-President shall furnish to any 
candidate, on request, appropriate evidence 
that any other candidate has received the 
required number of nominations. The ex- 
ecutive Vice-President shall obtain and 
publish in the June issue of The Numismatist 
for such year a biography and platform not 
exceeding 250 words in length, of each 
nominee who has accepted a nomination, 
and shall make available to the firm 
designated in Section 4 of this Article VI 
sufficient copies thereof for transmittal to the 
members with the ballots. 

Section 3. An independent tabulating 
firm designated by the Board of Governors 
should cause the names of all nominees who 
have so accepted to be printed on official 
ballots. The places of residence of the 
nominees shall not appear on the ballots. 
Each ballot shall bear an inconspicuous mark 
or marks which shall enable such firm to 
distinguish an official ballot from a falsified 
ballot. In order to preclude any nominee 
from having a more favorable position on the 
ballots, the ballots will be printed in five (5) or 
more separate sets, with the names of the 
nominees thereon to appear in a different 
priority of sequence on each set. All decisions 
of said firm as to the inconspicuous mark or 
marks to be placed on the ballots and the 
priority of sequence of names shall be final 
and may not be contested. 

Section 4. Said firm shall cause a ballot to 
be mailed (at least 45 days prior to the 
opening day of the election year convention) 


to each member entitled to vote, together 
with a copy of the biographies received by 
said firm from the Executive Vice-President 
and an envelope addressed to said firm and 
not to any addressee having "American 
Numismatic Association" or any abbreviation 
or variant thereof as a part of its designation, 
with each envelope bearing a different 
number selected by said firm. Voting shall be 
by mail only. Each voting member shall insert 
his ballot in said numbered envelope and seal 
and mail same, with postage prepaid. Such 
envelope must be post-marked at least 30 
days prior to the opening day of the election 
year convention in order for the ballot 
therein to be counted. Such firm shall 
tabulate all official ballots that are included in 
envelopes bearing numbers corresponding 
to those selected by said firm. In instances 
where more than one envelope bears the 
same number, said firm shall endeavor, by an 
inspection of such envelopes and the ballots 
therein, or by other means, to determine 
which ballots are falsified. The candidate or 
candidates receiving the largest number of 
votes for the respective offices shall be duly 
elected. Ballots for noncontested offices shall 
not be tabulated. Such tabulating firm shall 
cause a report of the votes cast for each 
candidate to be delivered to the President 
and the Executive Vice-President prior to the 
first day of said convention. All ballots and 
envelopes shall be retained by said firm until 
otherwise instructed by the Board of Gover- 
nors. Any nominee shall be entitled to obtain 
from said tabulating firm written verification 
of the results of said tabulation. 

Section 5. The names of those duly 
elected will be announced on the first day of 
the election year convention. Those elected 
will be installed and assume their duties at the 
last membership meeting of said convention 
and will hold office until their successors have 
been duly elected or appointed and declared 
installed. 

Section 6. Each officer, at the expiration 
of his term, shall deliver to his successor all 
books, papers and other property of the 
Association in his possession. 

Section 7. Any person elected as Presi- 
dent cannot be a candidate for the office of 
President or Vice-President, but may be a 
candidate for governor in any subsequent 
election. 

Section 8. If a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of the Vice-President, for any reason, 
the Board of Governors shall elect an eligible 
member of the Board to fill such vacancy for 
the unexpired term of the officer replaced. 
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Section 9. If any other vacancy shall occur 
on the Board of Governors, for any reason, 
the Board shall appoint to that vacancy, to 
serve the unexpired term thereof, the 
person who received the largest number of 
votes in the election held immediately prior, 
but who did not receive sufficient votes to 
qualify as a governor. A subsequent vacancy 
shall be filled in like manner by the candidate 
with the next highest vote. 

Section 10. Commencing with the election 
of 1983, and thereafter, governors who lave 
served the previous eight years shall be 
ineligible for election as governor for a 
period of two years, but shall be eligible for 
election as President or Vice-President. 

ARTICLE VII 
Elections — Ethics 

Section 1 . No member shall cause to be 
published or distributed any ANA election 
campaign advertising material containing 
one or more names and/or pictures of ANA 
members without their consent. 

Section 2. No member may make or 
publish any false, misleading, libelous or 
slanderous statements. 

Section 3. No member may cause to be 
published or distributed any advertisement 
relating to an ANA election which does not 
include the name and address of the spon- 
soring person or organization. If the sponsor 
is a committee or organization, the name and 
address of its chairman or other principal 
representative must be included in the adver- 
tisement. 

Section 4. No advertisement relating to an 
ANA election (or any envelope or wrapper 
therefor) shall include any name, abbrevia- 
tion, device or address which will in any 
manner indicate or imply ANA's endorse- 
ment of or opposition to any candidate. 

Section 5. Any member violating any of 
the preceding provisions shall be subject to 
expulsion, suspension or other disciplinary 
action therefor by the Board of Governors of 
ANA. 

ARTICLE VIII 

Appointed Officers — Duties 

Section 1. The duties of the Editor shall be 
to provide suitable material and be responsi- 
ble for the publication of the official 
magazine and other official publications. He 
may, with the prior approval of the Board of 
Governors, appoint such Associate Edrto r s as 
may be necessary. 


Section 2. The duties of the Advertising 
Manager shall be to supervise all matters 
relating to advertising in the official 
publications. 

Section 3. Division into club or 
geographical districts may be made at the 
direction of the Board of Governors. For each 
of these districts or clubs the President may 
appoint a club or district representative 
whose duties within his respective 
geographic area or club shall be: 

(a) To disseminate numismatic informa- 
tion and do everything practicable to 
promote the general interest in numismatics. 

(b) To keep informed regarding members 
and collectors, and matters of numismatic 
interest in his respective territory. 

(c) To encourage new collectors; 
endeavor to procure new members and aid in 
the formation of local numismatic 
organizations. 

(d) To investigate such disputes as may be 
referred to him by the President and report 
his findings to him. 

(e) To render to the Executive Vice- 
President reports of his activities as re- 
quested. 

Section 4. The duties of the Librarian shall 
be: 

(a) To keep in safe custody and good order 
all library books, papers, etc., which the 
Association has or may acquire. 

(b) To compile and keep an accurate 
catalogue of all material coming into his 
charge, with the price thereof if acquired by 
purchase, or the name of the donor, if 
acquired by gift. 

(c) To afford access to such material and 
loan the same to members of the Association 
under rules and regulations adopted by the 
Board of Governors. 

(d) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received and a full and final report of all 
matters pertaining to his office at the end of 
the fiscal year and render the same to the 
Association through its President. 

Section 5. The duties of the Museum 
Curator shall be to keep in safe custody and 
good order all of the Association's Museum 
property; to receive, acknowledge and 
record all gifts and loans to the Museum; to 
supervise the purchase of Museum material 
and the disposition of unwanted items; to 
exhibit material suitably in the Museum for 
the benefit of visitors to headquarters; and to 
prepare a report of the activities of the 
Museum at the end of each fiscal year and 
render the same to the Association through 
its President. 
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Section 6. The duties of the Executive 
Vice-President shall be: 

(a) To keep a true record of the transac- 
tions of the Association and preserve all 
documents pertaining to his office. 

(b) To act as Secretary of the Board of 
Governors, keep a true record of its 
proceedings and send a copy thereof to each 
of its members. 

(c) To receive all funds paid to the Associa- 
tion, except those which are collected by the 
Advertising Manager of the official magazine 
and thereafter transmitted to the Execuitve 
Vice-President, remit all receipts to the 
Treasurer at lease once a month; prepare a 
monthly financial report and submit a copy 
thereof to each member of the Board of 
Governors. 

(d) To prepare and sign all proper warrants 
on the Treasurer, and forward them to the 
President, or the Vice-President when so 
directed. 

(e) To receive all applications for 
membership; if properly prepared and ac- 
companied by the required advance dues and 
fees, to publish notice of such applications in 
the official magazine; forward objections to 
applications to the President; publish infor- 
mation as to new members admitted, 
transfers in membership and known deaths; 
and make monthly revisions of the mailing list 
of the official magazine. 

(f) To attend to all matters relating to 
subscriptions to the official magazine by non- 
members and the sale of copies thereof. 

(g) To keep in safe custody the seal and the 
dies of the Association; to arrange for the 
preparation of such dies as may be authorized 
and the striking and disposition of medals, 
bars and membership buttons as authorized. 

(h) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received and a full and final report of all 
matters pertaining to his office at the end of 
the fiscal year and render the same to the 
Association through its President and have 
the officers' report and certified public ac- 
countants' report printed and made available 
to the membership at the annual ANA con- 
vention. 

(i) To perform such duties in connection 
with the nomination and election of officers 
as may be required by these Bylaws. 

Section 7. The duties of the Treasurer 
shall be: 

(a) To receive all money of the Association 
collected from any source. 

(b) To pay out money only on warrants 
drawn and signed by the Executive Vice- 
President and counter-signed by the Presi- 
dent or Vice-President. 

(c) To invest and reinvest the funds of the 
Association in accordance with instructions 


of the Board of Governors. 

(d) To prepare an accounting of all funds 
received and a full and final report of all 
matters pertaining to his office at the end of 
the fiscal year and render the same to the 
Association through its President. 

ARTICLE IX 
Conventions 

Section 1. The Association shall meet in 
convention once every year, at such time and 
place as may be decided upon by the Board of 
Governors. The time and place thereof shall 
be officially announced by the President in at 
least one issue of the official magazine, 
published prior to said convention. 

Section 2. As soon as it shall be expedient 
to do so, the President shall each year ap- 
point: 

(a) A Resolution Committee whose duty 
shall be to consider all matters referred to it 
and report thereon as soon as convenient. 

(b) An Auditing Committee whose duty 
shall be to audit such reports and accounts as 
may be referred to it and report thereon as 
soon as convenient. The Board of Governors 
may retain the services of a Certified Public 
Accountant or firm of public accountants to 
audit the books of the Association. 

(c) Such other committees as the President 
may deem advisable to facilitate the work of 
the convention. 

ARTICLE X 
Gifts and Bequests 

Section 1. The Association welcomes gifts 
and bequests of numismatic material, 
numismatic literature, funds, securities and 
other properties to be used for the purposes 
set forth in its Federal charter, such gifts and 
bequests to be made directly to the Associa- 
tion or to its Endowment Fund Trust. A donor 
may direct the Association or the Trustee of 
said Endowment Fund Trust to allocate the 
subject of his gift or bequest to one or more of 
the following purposes: (a) library; (b) 
museum; (c) numismatic education; (d) 
general operating fund of the Association; (e) 
such additional purpose or purposes as shall 
be authorized from time to time by a majority 
vote of the Board of Governors of the 
Association in conformity to its Federal 
charter. 

Section 2. Any donor of a gift or bequest 
of a value of $10 or more shall receive 
recognition by having his name and place of 
residence (but not his R.F.D. number or street 
address) published in The Numismatist , ex- 
cept that any such gift shall be published as 
anonymous at the donor's request. 
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Section 3. A donor of one or more gifts 
having an aggregate value of at least $z,000 
but less than $10,000 shall be designated as a 
“Patron of the Association;" and a donor of 
one or more gifts having an aggregate value 
of $10,000 or more shall be designated as a 
“Benefactor of the Association." A club con- 
tributing $250 or more sha II be designatec as a 
250-Club, 500-Club and upward as its con- 
tribution increases in units of $250. 

Section 4. The Executive Vice-President 
shall keep a permanent record of all gifts and 
bequests and issue consecutively numbered 
receipts therefor to the donor or his estate at 
the time such gift or bequest is received. 

Section 5. The gift of any numismatic item 
or any book or other publication which the 
Association does not desire to keep for its 
museum or library may be sold and the 
proceeds thereof used for the purpose for 
which said gift was made. 


ARTICLE XI 

Special Provisions 

Section 1. No officer, committee or 
member shall incur any expense in the name 
of the Association except with the authoriza- 
tion or approval of the Board of Governors. 

Section 2. Reproduction of the 
Association's Seal shall be used for no pur- 
pose other than official stationery and official 
publication, except with the written 
authorization or approval of the Board of 
Governors. 

Section 3. The official magazine shall be 
published monthly and shall be known as The 
Numismatist . As far as it is possible to do so, it 
shall be the Association's official means of 
communication with its members. 

Section 4. The fiscal year of the Associa- 
tion shall be from June 1 to May 31. 
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Cc>de of Ethics 

Membership in the American Numismatic Association is a privilege extended to those persons 
and organizations deemed worthy thereof and is not a matter of right. Such membership can be 
maintained only until the board of governors determines that the conduct of a member has been such 
that, in the best interest of the Association, his membership should be terminated. 

For the guidance of its members, this Code of Ethics has been duly adopted by the board of 
governors under the authority vested in it by the Federal Charter and the bylaws of the Association. A 
breach thereof by any member reflects, directly or indirectly, upon all other members. Such a breach 
shall be considered conduct prejudicial to the welfare of the Association and cause for action by the 
board of governors. 


As a member of the American Numismatic Association, 


I agree to support and be governed by the Federal Charter and the bylaws of the Association, and by 
such rules, policies and regulations as may be in force from time to time; 


I agree to conduct myself so as to bring no reproach or discredit to the Association, or impair the 
prestige of the membership therein; 


I agree to base all of my dealings on the highest plane of justice, fairness and morality; 


I agree to neither buy nor sell numismatic items of which the ownership is questionable; 

I agree to conform to the accepted standards of dignified advertising; 

I agree to take immediate steps to correct any error I may make in any transaction; 

I agree not to sell, exhibit, produce nor advertise counterfeits, copies, restrikes and reproductions of 
any numismatic items if their nature is not clearly indicated by the word '‘counterfeit,'’ “copy," 
“restrikes," or “reproductions," incused in the metal or printed on the paper thereof, with the 
exception of items generally accepted by numismatists and not in any way misrepresented as 
genuine; 

I agree to represent a numismatic item to be genuine only when, to the best of my knowledge and 
belief, it is authentic; 

I agree to fulfill all contracts made by me, either orally or written, to make prompt payments upon 
delivery, and to return immediately any item that is not satisfactory; 

I agree to give aid to members in their quest for numismatic knowledge.

Since two years ago I broke with the tradition of secrecy and opened all ANA board 
meetings to reporters of the numismatic press, there's almost nothing I can now say 
which you haven't already read in the coin publications.

One loyal ANA member wrote to me some eight months ago after one "lively” 
board meeting reported in the press, the gist of his letter contained in one sentence,

To that I had to grin, and promptly replied, "Could it be that for the first time in 
ANA's 85 years the board meetings, now open to the press, give the Membership an 
insight never before available, because now nothing can be swept under the rug?” 

As my term as president comes to an end, my only disappointment has been my 
inability to gain adoption of the second and third election reforms I'd been so certain 
the board would adopt, since I ran solely on three election reform planks. Only the 
first one . . . compulsory "sit-out” for one term after having served eight years as 
governor . . . finally squeaked through the board. 

But, some day, some more persuasive ANA president will be more successful with 
those other two needed reforms, the staggered terms, and the election to numbered 
seats so that the membership may make a clear choice between two candidates of 
opposing views. 

In closing, I want publicly to thank those persons who two years ago accepted these 
individual assignments, replacing ANA's former 25 committees . . .

The tragedy of our fiscal year is that it splits the calendar year - seven months of one, 
five months of the other. Had they coincided, it would have been simple to report on 
the bicentennial year. And, then again, perhaps it is better this way for some of the 
plans for the bicentennial observance were not completed. Had that been our only 
project, it wou Id have been a poor testimonial for the great anniversary of our nation's 
independence. Fortunately, our accomplishments far outweigh what we failed to 
complete. 

The American Revolution Bicentennial Administration (ARBA) awarded a cost- 
reimbursement grant of up to $28,000 to complete a catalog of official and unofficial 
numismatic issues relating to the bicentennial. Even though issues are still being 
released, it was necessary to have the completed manuscript to ARBA by June 30, 1977. 
This was not possible and the completion of this manuscript (though some chapters 
are complete) has been postponed for the time being. 

On the more positive side we can look with pride to the smooth transition and 
orderly move of ANACS to Colorado Springs from Washington, D.C. With closer 
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supervision and a dedicated staff, four employees now do the work that seven did in 
Washington. Further, all photographic development and print making was contracted 
outside the office. This is now done in-house and has greatly expedited the process of 
certification. The virtual elimination of complaints crossing my desk is testimony in 
itself of the vast improvement noted in relocating the service in the association's 
headquarters. The fine team of John Hunter and Ed Fleischmann, authenticators; 
Mary Thompson, office supervisor; and Persis Wolf, photographer, deserve the 
laurels for the improved services. 

One of our proudest moments will come later this fall with the release of a new, 
comprehensive and far reaching grading guide, the result of several years of extensive 
research. Many members contributed time and money toward this important project 
but above all recognition must be given to Abe Kosoff for coordinating the major 
effort. A grading board will follow and this means additional responsibilities on the 
headquarters staff. They are more than capable of meeting the challenge. 

Our most valuable, yet often least recognized asset, is the library. Completely 
catalogued this past year, a new computerized library catalog will be available this fall. 
Anticipated to be more than 500 pages in size, the new catalog will contain 11,279 
titles, representing some 7,276 books. The new computer programming also enables 
us to have an up-to-date valuation of the library. Valuation has been the work of the 
country's leading numismatic book dealer- Frank Katen. Cataloguing has been under 
the direction of our capable librarian, Geneva Karlson, ably assisted by Nancy Stith 
and Debbie Brooks. 

Visitors to headquarters this summer witnessed construction on additional galleries 
to the ever growing ANA Museum - space badly needed to display some of the 
association's expanding collections. Funded by Stack's of New York, designed by Tim 
Carter of the Franklin Mint, the galleries are designed to offer the opportunity of 
rotating various displays of timely interest. We are being assisted in creating displays 
by William Spengler on a volunteer basis and my assistant, Arthur Fitts III, on a time- 
permitting basis. A Western Interstate Committee for Higher Education (WICHE) 
grant will enable us to have a graduate museum intern lending professionalism to the 
museum for one year beginning in mid-September. Complementing theexhibits will 
be an 1873 Morgan & Orr Coin Press direct from the San Francisco Mint and a working 
model of a Leonardo da Vinci Coin Stamper. A preview of this latter piece of 
equipment may be seen at the 1977 convention in Atlanta where it will be on exhibit. 

Membership can best be judged by examining the following chart. Some states 
show minor gains, others minor losses. In other words, the total membership has 
remained fairly constant. While we may dismiss the slight drop in total membership 
(367) as a reflection of the times, it does signal the need of every member to boost the 
association. If each were a one person membership committee, we could conceivably 
double the membership. The added income would enable the association to increase 
benefits without increasing dues -a benefit to all. Kris Doerffel and Karen Story co- 
manage the membership department, offering members fast, courteous processing of 
dues, mailing changes of address, answering membership inquiries, preparing 
certificates for clubs and individuals promoting the hobby, and programming the 
necessary data for our computerized files. 

Members cannot fail to notice the continued changes in our official journal. The 
Numismatist. Color is now used with discrimination in the editorial section, as well as 
in advertising. I believe that this journal contributes greatly to the retention of 
members and is a compliment to the talents of its editor, N. Neil Harris and his staff 
assistant, Pat Black, along with John Watson, advertising manager, whose artistic 
talents are utilized in many areas. 

I would be remiss to overlook the dedicated efforts of Ruthann Brettell, our office 
manager-bookkeeper. Her tight rein of ANA funds is one reason this association 
continues to enjoy a balanced budget. She is the first to sound concern should any 
not-so-necessary expenses be even considered. 
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The task of this office has been made easier by the conscientious efforts of George 
Peterson, in-house printer at headquarters; the volunteer efforts of Governor Glenn 
Smedley; Ellen Case, our receptionist; my secretary, Patsy Lindmark; my assistant, 
Arthur Fitts and his secretary, Brenda Lear; and last of all, but far from least, William C. 
Henderson whose daily appearance and financial counseling are of immeasurable 
value to this association and myself.

Assistant to the Executive Vice President 

In the year 1976-77 your association has grown in a variety of ways. Growth cannot 
always be measured in terms of numbers of members, the sizeof the budget, number 
of books in the library, or the like. Your association is people, nothing more, and the 
growth of which I speak concerns people, what they can do for their association, and 
what their association can do for them. 

Member and non-member alike rightfully turn to the ANA for assistance in the 
resolution of problemsencountered in the hobby. Complaints are processed through 
this office and, while the gross numberof themdid not increase dramatically, many of 
them have been of a controversial, sensitive or complex nature. Inasmuch as the ANA 
is not a trade association, efforts to resolve complaints are primarily limited to 
correspondence, of which there is a tremendous volume. Great care must be taken, 
through the initial stages at least, to maintain a dispassionate tone. Equal pains are 
taken to preserve the legal position of the association, as well as rights of the parties 
involved. 

For most, the annual convention lasts a week or less. Yet plans for a convention are 
initiated five or more years in advance. As conventions grow in size, complexity, 
expense, even in length, more and more involvement is required. While your 
association will always have need for a sponsoring organization, a local general 
chairman and his working committee, greater involvement by headquarters is 
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inescapable. The legal implications of the convention, if ever thoroughly understood 
by a volunteer committeeman, might well convince him to disavow involvement with 
a sponsoring committee. Bids must be secured fora variety of services from security to 
ribbons, and contracts must be signed which commit the association to certain 
financial and legal obligations. Ultimately, conventions should be coordinated and 
controlled by a professional staff of perhaps two or three people at ANA 
headquarters. Good progress has been made in the creation of such a staff in the past 
four years. 

A third area of responsibility is that of the museum. Unfortunately, there has never 
been sufficient time to properly and efficiently execute these responsibilities; a more 
detailed report will be found elsewhere. 

Finally, there is one who deserves my special thanks: Much more than a secretary, 
Brenda Lear is a tireless and devoted worker, insightful, perceptive, understanding. 
Without co-workers like Brenda, mine would be a difficult job indeed.

Having just completed our first full year with the R.R. Donnelley & Sons Company of 
Chicago as printers of The Numismatist we can report that a good, continuing 
cooperation still exists. Our needs and questions on technical matters are handled 
with efficiency and promptness resulting in a superior publisher-printer relationship 
. . . especially when compared to our previous two printers. James A Schultz and James 
E. Oppy, our "men" at Donnelley, are to be commended for their role in making this 
marriage work. 

Studies and consideration are continuing in regards to the establishment of "in- 
house" composition for The Numismatist. Even though this possibility seems to be a 
year or two premature . . . the time will soon come when "in-house" typesetting will 
be a definite advantage to the publication of The Numismatist , both in the 
conservation of time and monies. 

Cost of production for The Numismatist decreased slightly from $207,306 to 
$207,205 as did advertising revenue from $210,236 to $208,839. Additional economic 
comparisons and opinions concerning the publication of The Numismatist are 
discussed by Glenn B. Smedley, governor in charge of publications. 

Once again we offer our thanks to our regular contributors to The Numismatist — 
David R. Cervin, Arthur M. Fitts III, Virgil Hancock, Geneva Karlson, Ernst Kraus, and 
as always Glenn Smedley. Although occasional contributors, the efforts of David L. 
Ganz, Leon T. Lindheim, and Ed Reiter are deeply appreciated. A special word of 
thanks is reserved for the efforts of Ed Fleischmann and John Hunter in producing the 
monthly ANACS feature and the excellent photographs which accompany it. Persis 
Wolf, photographic technician directly assigned to ANACS since its move to 
headquarters, has taken over many of the photographic assignments of The 
Numismatist , thus reducing this burden substantially from the editor. 

Since January, 1977 we have welcomed H. Joseph Levine and David E. Schenkman as 
authors of "Exonumia Notebook." This monthly feature has, in a very short time, 
established itself as among the most popular of offerings. 

Counting down towards the completion of her third year, Pat Black, assistant to the 
editor, continues her role as editor of the Club Bulletin and production editor of The 
Young Numismatist.

If we are to continue to provide worthy 
literary offerings to our constituents, then fraternal contributions from our compe- 
tent members must increase.

Acting Museum Curator 

It is again a pleasure to report that the museum of the American Numismatic 
Association is alive, well and growing. Regular readers of The Numismatist can 
measure for themselves much of this growth, as the generosity of a great many of our 
members is faithfully recorded in the monthly donations report, and the monthly 
Museum News and Views column also highlights many of the more interesting and 
unusual donations which account for substantial growth in terms of not only numbers 
of items, but also donative value of your museum holdings. 

Among the significant increases recorded this year were: the first representative 
collection of love tokens, in copper, silver and gold; upwards of 1,000 elongated 
coins, including in excess of 100 struck on errors; several hundred errors, largely of 
copper, brass and nickel, representing United States and foreign coins and tokens; 
and several rather good counterfeit and altered coins which are not only well 
removed from the marketplace, but serving as valuable reference pieces for your 
Certification Service. Paper currency there was in abundance, including the fabulous 
“denomination” collection, and a sizeable assemblage of obsolete New England bank 
notes. 

Equipment of pertinence to the coining industry has also come by the ton. The 
Augenstein Precision Reduction Lathe display should soon be augmented by an 1873 
Morgan and Orr Press from the San Francisco Mint. To be unveiled at the convention, 
an 8' reproduction of the Leonardo da Vinci Coin Stamper will become a permanent 
fixture in your museum, courtesy of the Roger Williams Mint. 

Clearly the most significant example of growth is the addition of 38 more display 
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cases. Here, thanks to the great generosity of the Stack family of New York, we will 
have opportunity to again offer displays featuring an introduction to numismatics, the 
many facets of it, new and recent accessions, as well as treasures from some of the 
outstanding collections now resting unappreciated in our vaults. 

Unfortunately, growth is never realized without growing pains. Space in which to 
properly prepare and mount displays is totally lacking in the existing headquarters 
building. All but exhausted, too, is proper accessioning and storage space. The most 
critical limitation on further development of your museum, however, is the 
continuing lack of at least one full time museum curator. Your museum may well be 
the single most unappreciated resource in your association: new gifts and donations 
must be accessioned, cataloged, and integrated with the existing collection; the 
entire collection should be inventoried; and more attention must be given to the 
proper conservation of it all. Largely due to the tireless efforts of governor Glenn 
Smedley and Brenda Lear, we have made a modicum of progress in the proper 
ordering of your museum treasures. 

The appreciation your museum should rightfully receive is great. It is enjoyed by all 
who visit and tour it, and it is appreciated by the city in which it is located. It is a 
valuable tool for your Certification Service, and a valuable resource for students and 
researchers. We are all most grateful to the hundreds of donors who, through their 
gifts of cash or kind, insure the continued growth of your museum. It is hoped that it 
will someday realize its full potential.

Insurance 

The ANA insurance program suffered a major setback this past year with the 
cancellation of the dealers and exhibitors insurance program. The reason for 
cancellation was not enough participation by member dealers. At the peak, there 
were around 230 member dealers enrolled in the program and at the time of 
cancellation, there were around 190 participating dealers. There were almost twice as 
many dollars paid out as claims as were taken in as premiums, so the insurance 
companies suffered large losses. 

It is appropriate at this point to mention that with the several insurance programs 
the ANA has for its members, not one cent has been given to the ANA as a commission 
or discount. The ANA has installed these programs strictly as a benefit to its members. 

Solicitation for the various insurance programs the ANA offers is done under the 
strictest of supervision. There is no cost to the ANA or its members. Albert H. Wohlers 
& Co., our insurance administrator, determines what solicitations it wishes to make. 
Under strict security measures our computer service firm prepares the mailings and 
bills Albert H. Wohlers & Co. for the entire cost. The ANA membership list is not given 
to anyone for any reason. 

The remaining programs for life, health and collector insurance have adequate 
participation levels and look strong at this time. Albert H. Wohlers & Co. has done a 
fine job of administering our insurance programs. 

We are always striving to provide for the needs of our members. So, if you feel the 
ANA should develop additional programs or improve present ones in some way, I 
would be pleased to discuss this with you. It is a pleasure to be of service to ANA 
members.

At the writing of this report, we are happy to note that Kaman Nuclear, the 
association's computer service, has delivered to us the final printout of the new library 
catalog. Final proofing is in progress and we hope that the finished product will be 
available shortly after the convention. Our thanks are due to library staffers Nancy 
Stith and Kathy Tatchio who have worked diligently and willingly on this major project 
and have at the same time managed to keep up with their daily work load. 

Special thanks go to Frank and Laurese Katen for the many hours they have spent 
placing a value on each book, periodical and auction catalog for insurance purposes. 

At the end of the fiscal year, the Visual Aid Program has been transferred to library 
direction and we hope to update and expand this program during the coming year. 

The generosity of the membership in donations to the library does not diminish as 
the following statistics will show: Numismatic literature, $87,372, Library Fund, 
$11,873. Included in these figures is the $5,000 donation to the Bass Fund by our 
staunch supporter Harry W. Bass, Jr. Also included is a like amount from Harry 
Forman. We are grateful for each and every one of the many contributions. 

Donations of numismatic literature not needed for the library are sold throughout 
the year. These sales netted the library almost $7,000. Other income from reprint sales 
and single copies brought in $2,239. This was diverted to the General Fund. 

Other statistics of interest are the following expenditures: Library Catalog (to date), 
$4,525, Visual Education, $631, Book Purchases & Binding, $1,253. 

A major source of new books that are added to the library are authors and 
publishers who send complimentary copies for review purposes. After reviewing, 
these books become a part of the library for use by the membership. We appreciate 
these contributions. 

Circulation figures remains somewhat static because of the great need for our new 
edition of the library catalog. 3,123 books were issued to 1,003 borrowers. We expect 
these numbers to increase considerably during the next year. Again we experienced 
no great losses from lost or unreturned books. 

It has been an exceptionally busy, sometimes frustrating (the library catalog), 
profitable and rewarding year.

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Treasurer 

Once again, since the auditor's report has been reproduced, the treasurer's report 
is brief to avoid repetition. Your treasurer does desire to point out some areas of 
particular interest. This was the third consecutive year in which your association 
operated with a budget exceeding half a million dollars, which reflects the increased 
demands upon and scope of our operations. During the past year we again operated 
“in the black" and, due to having the benefit of the increased dues' income for a full 
year, we concluded the year with a surplus of $91,149. 

Briefly stated, we had a total income of $722,732 during the past fiscal year. The 
largest increase occurred in membership dues and fees, an increase of $69,716. The 
only other significant increase was interest income, $1,039 more than the previous 
year. 

Expenses for 1976-77 totaled $631,583, which represents an increase of $27,804. The 
major increases occurred within the following areas with amounts as shown: 
auditing, $1,110; insurance, $1,110; membership promotion, $3,495; per diem 
expenses $1,203; salaries, $9,353; membership supplies, $1,195; payroll taxes, $1,435; 
telephone, $1,801; travel, $1,514; and utilities, $1,420. It should be noted that 
membership promotion is an item not previously budgeted or segregated. There are 
three areas of expense where a reduction was experienced: mailing costs reflects a 
decrease of $4,029 and cost of supplies was down $10,273, due to envelopes for The 
Numismatist being purchased and paid for in the preceding year. Computer cost was 
$2,605 less, due to our having changed computer service firms. 

Our AN ACS operation resulted in revenues of $106,390 and expenses of $120,742, 
which indicates a loss of $14,352. This is not as serious as it appears, due to the auditor's 
transfer of funds. The actual loss was $8,416 of which $5,543 was moving expense of 
personnel, office equipment and records from Washington D. C. to headquarters in 
Colorado Springs. Your treasurer feels the present ANACS staff is to be com- 
plimented. Four people are doing the work previously done by seven in Washington, 
and, in addition, one of these is an in-house photographer, which has resulted in 
faster service. Previously this work was done outside of the office. Letters of a 
complimentary nature are frequently received regarding the service now being 
rendered by ANACS, and complaints have almost disappeared. 

During the past fiscal year, there was a total of 2,398 checks issued against our three 
checking accounts. This represents an increase of 456 over the previous year. 

Your treasurer desires to deviate from the normal procedure by making a 
recommendation to the officers and board members of our association regarding the 
surplus incurred during the past fiscal year. It is recommended that this surplus be 
protected and maintained as much as possible as a reserve fund in the event we 
encounter a year of unexpected expenses. I wish to recommend also that a budget for 
future conventions be prepared, submitted and approved by the board at their annual 
meeting. If necessary, this budget could be revised at the mid-year board meeting. It 
would appear that this procedure would provide better management and a control 
which presently does not exist. Such a procedure would also enable the board to 
better determine the amount of bourse fee necessary at future conventions. The 
major factor which dictates this recommendation is the current deficit of $7,282 in the 
convention surplus account. 

Your treasurer desires to thank Ruthann Brettell, our efficient bookkeeper, and 
Edward C. Rochette, executive vice president, for their day-to-day cooperation and 
assistance.

We have examined the balance sheet of the American Numismatic Association 
as of May 31, 1977, and the related statement of support, revenue, 
expenditures and changes in fund balances for the year then ended. 

Except as explained in the following paragraph, our examination was made 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The accession records for property donations to the Museum Fund are 
incomplete for the year ended May 31, 1977 and for portions of prior 
periods. Due to the incomplete state of these records and management's 
request that we do not perform such other tests of the Museum Fund 
Numismatic Collection as we considered necessary in the circumstances, 
we have not been able to satisfy ourselves regarding the balance of 
the Numismatic Collection at May 31, 1977. Accordingly, due to the ma- 
teriality of the Numismatic Collection, we do not express our opinion on 
the Museum Fund. 

In our opinion, except for the Museum Fund upon which we do not express 
an opinion, the financial statements designated above present fairly 
the financial position of the American Numismatic Association at May 31, 
1977, and the results of its operations and changes in fund balances for 
the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
May 31, 1977 


1 . Summary of accounting policies 

This summary of accounting policies of the American Numis- 
matic Association is presented to assist in understanding the 
Association's financial statements. 

History and activity 

The American Numismatic Association was organized in 1888 
and was chartered by an act of the Congress of the United States of 
America on May 9, 1912. The primary activities of the Association 
are to advance the knowledge of numismatics along educational, his- 
torical, and scientific lines in all its various branches; to assist 
in bringing about better cooperation between all persons interested 
in the coinage, circulation, classification, collection, sales, 
exhibition, use, and preservation of all coins, bills, and medals; 
to acquire and disseminate trustworthy information bearing upon 
these topics; to promote greater popular interest in the science 
of numismatology, and for the particular purpose of bringing the 
numismatists of America into closer relations with one another, 
and of promoting friendly feeling for one another through social 
intercourse, ‘the interchange of ideas and discussions of mutual 
interest; to acquire, own, hold, and dispose of such personal prop- 
erty and own real estate for its own use, as may be necessary 
to properly carry into effect the purposes herein set forth, and 
to perform all such other acts and things as may be necessary 
to the full carrying into effect the said purposes, but such pur- 
poses do not include operations for pecuniary profit. 

Fund accounting 

The accounts of the Association are maintained in 
accordance with the principles of fund accounting to insure the 
observance of limitations and restrictions placed on resources. 

Investments 


Investments are normally carried at cost, if purchased, 
or at market value at date of gift, if donated. Investments whose 
market value has declined below carrying value on what is con- 
sidered a permanent basis are carried at the lower of cost or 
market .

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1. Summary of accounting policies (continued) 

Property, plant, equipment and depreciation 

The Association treats property, plant and equipment 
acquisitions as expenditures in the appropriate funds. These 
acquisitions are then capitalized in the Home and Headquarters 
Fund. Depreciation on its fixed assets is not recognized by the 
Association. 

Life membership fees 

Life membership fees and the investment income earned 
thereon are treated as deferred revenue. Current income from life 
members is recognized based on the Association’s dues structure 
for each life member whose membership fee is carried in the defer- 
red revenue account. The Association is presently in the process 
of adding the life membership fees to the deferred account for those 
life members who joined the Association prior to May 31, 1970, 
date of adoption of its present policy. Approximately $19,000 in 
such fees remain to be added to the life membership deferred revenue 
account. 

Allocation of expenses 


The Association presently transfers certain amounts from 
the Convention Fund and the A.N.A. Certification Service Fund to 
the Operating Fund to reimburse it for indirect expenses incurred 
for the benefit of those funds. 

Noncash donations 

Library assets. Home and Headquarters Fund: 

The statement of support, revenue, expenditures and 
changes in fund balances does not include noncash donations to the 
Library nor does the balance sheet include the accumulation of 
such assets. However, the value of these assets is not considered 
material in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 

Numismatic Collection, Museum Fund: 

The Association has recorded noncash donations to the 
Museum at their fair market value at the time of donation, as 
established by the donor, subject to Association approval. In 
some cases no value was assigned at the time of donation and in 
those cases no value was recorded in the records of the Association. 
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2. Contingencies 


Pending litigation 

The Association is a codefendant appellee with the 
security service company employed by the Association for the 1971 
convention in Washington, D.C. The suit is pending in the United 
States District Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia, 

The plaintiff-appellant is a bourse dealer who claims a theft loss 
in consequence of certain occurrences at the 1971 convention. The 
plaintiff was unsuccessful in a trial on the merits in the United 
States District Court but prevailed upon an appeal to the United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit. 

The Appellate Court cited certain procedural errors in reversing 
the Trial Court’s decision and remanding the case for a new trial. 

In a retrial the plaintiff prevailed and judgment was rendered in 
the amount of $107,734. The Association is appealing that verdict. 
Post-trial motions are pending in the District Court and any 
necessary appeal will be taken to the Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Circuit. 

No insurance coverage will apply to any sums paid pursuant 
to a judgment rendered against the Association. Further, the Associa- 
tion's codefendant is no longer an active business and it is unlikely 
that any contribution will be secured from such defendant. In the 
opinion of counsel a strong basis exists for a successful appeal. 

Litigation initiated or threatened after May 31, 1977 

The Association and unnamed officers have been named as a 
defendant in a suit initiated on June 27, 1977, in the Superior 
Court of California at Los Angeles. Various causes of action are 
asserted but all allege that the plaintiff's rights were abridged 
when they were not awarded a bourse table at the 1977 Convention in 
Atlanta. The plaintiff's prayer is for a temporary restraining order, 
a preliminary injunction, a permanent injunction, declaratory relief, 
compensatory damages in the minimum amount of $5,000 and punitive 
damages in the amount of $500,000. 

A temporary restraining order was issued on June 27, 1977 
and purports to order the Association to reserve an unallocated 
bourse table (if any unallocated tables are available) pending a 
hearing on the prayer for a preliminary injunction. 

Due to the recent commencement of the action and the fact 
that discovery proceedings are not concluded, further evaluation of 
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the merits and defenses inherent in the litigation would be premature. 

Attorneys for several other coin dealers who did not receive 
bourse table assignments at the 1977 Convention have informed the 
Association that their clients are contemplating the commencement of 
suits. On July 14, 1977 suits exceeding $10,000,000 were filed against 
the Association on behalf of certain of these dealers in the 
United States District Court, Central District of California. 


3. Reclassification of accumulated life membership fees to deferred revenue 

Since the fiscal year ended May 31, 1970, the Association 
has followed the practice of not recognizing current income on the 
full amount of life membership fees collected each year. During the 
past fiscal year these accumulated life membership fees were reclas- 
sified, within the Trust Fund group of accounts, to unearned revenue. 

The following is a summary of activity for the fiscal year ended 
May 31, 1977, in the life membership unearned revenue account:

4. Pension plan 

The Association presently has a pension plan for the bene- 
fit of its employees. The plan is funded currently by the use of 
insurance contracts. The annual funding requirement is based upon 
each individual participants* earnings and on insurance mortality 
tables. The Association’s contribution to the plan for the year ended 
May 31, 1977 was approximately $8,000.

Finance 


The financial activities of the ANA include gifts, bequests and budgets. Throughout 
the 1976-1977 fiscal year generous donations of both cash and numismatic material 
were received and were listed each month in The Numismatist. Gifts to the various 
ANA funds - Museum, Library, Certification, General, Young Numismatists, Rewards, 
Endowment, Library Acquisition, Scholarships, and Grading Board - totaled $131,- 
308.61 cash and $241,793.56 in material (donor value). In the previous fiscal year, the 
comparable figures were $84,120.05 and $184,377.93.

The ANA operated under a balanced budget during the fiscal year 1976-1977 as it 
did in the previous year. In fact, at the end of the fiscal year 1976-1977 there was a 
surplus of $91,148.79 in the General Fund, of which $25,476.74 was transferred from 
the 1976 ANA New York Convention revenue. Also $5,936.32 was transferred from 
ANACS. This was for expenses incurred by the operating fund for these two funds. 

The ANA Certification Service unfortunately did not operate in the black in the past 
fiscal year. In fact, expenses were $14,352.47 more than income. Part of this is 
attributed to costs entailed in moving this service from Washington D.C. to ANA 
Headquarters, Colorado Springs, in the fall of 1976. 

All monies in the Life Membership and other funds are still prudently invested at a 
very satisfactory rate. 

Again, thanks are extended to all members of the ANA staff, especially to Ruthann 
Brettell, staff manager, accounting department, and to William C. Henderson ANA 
treasurer for their efforts to help maintain the ANA in a healthy and progressive 
financial position.

Grading Program 

This report was written on June 6, 1977, about 11 weeks before the annual 
convention. I hope I will have an opportunity to supplement it at the convention. 

On June 28, 1976, 1 presented a voluminous report to the board of governors. I had 
been assured that copies would be made available to each member of the board. 
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Unfortunately, this was not done and the board convened in New York City without 
an opportunity to read the text. Samples of the proposed illustrations were also 
provided indicating the manner in which we planned to indicate points of wear and 
thus clarify the text. Further, samples of charts were supplied so that the board 
members could see the quick-finding value of the chart section. 

In my 1976 report, I stated that many had cooperated, but there were some who 
were asked — indeed pleaded with — who failed to help. I anticipated criticism and I 
got it. Some of it was entirely justified and immediate steps were taken to correct 
matters. Strongest, perhaps, was the criticism of the introductory material, material 
intended as a series of proposals to the board of governors for their consideration, 
adoption or change, and implementation. The failure to supply the governors with 
copies of the report resulted in a comedy of confusion. 

At a round table meeting in February 1977, president Hancock asked several dealers 
to work upcritiquesof thetext.This wasdone. Some valuable suggestions were made. 
At a meeting of the board of governors in May 1977, governors Reed and Smedley 
together with Ken Bressett of the Western Publishing Company were appointed as a 
committee to give final approval to a rewritten text. Bressett has been rewriting and 
simplifying the text. David Bowers has been working on an introduction. I have also 
been rewriting parts of the text and will make such revisions on the charts as may be 
necessary. At this point, I am able to report only that progress is being made. Perhaps, 
at the convention, an oral report will bring us up to date. 

There have been a number of unwarranted statements made in the press, at 
meetings and in correspondence. Answering them cannot help but create a situation 
which might jeopardize the entire project. After the Grading Guide has been 
published, I will publish a response to set the record straight. For the present, I want to 
thank those who have come forward to help. I thank president Hancock for standing 
behind me all the way and the board of governors for its continued confidence. This 
effort will continue to a successful conclusion.

Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course 

This has been a relatively nonproductive and frustrating year in regards to the 
Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course (INCC). 

First of all, I don't want to publish the course unless it can be a real credit to the ANA 
and numismatics in general. This meant being quite careful in how the course was 
constructed. We've had a difficult time getting a couple of the chapters written, but 
we finally found the authors and the chapters were finished. Another chapter is 
currently being updated by its author. 

Secondly, I changed job assignments at my company and have been working a large 
amount of overtime, so frankly haven't had the opportunity to do the work necessary 
from my end. So I sought help, and now have three people who have volunteered to 
help me. They are editing the chapters, putting the questions and answers in the 
proper format, and suggesting illustrations and their placement. 

I think we are now on the right track and should be able to start printing this fall. The 
course should be available in early 1978. If anyone wishes to help finalize this project, 
or can write a chapter in a relatively short period of time, I would be pleased to discuss 
this in person or by letter.

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Bylaws 

Your association's board of governors continues to demonstrate its commitment to 
the bylaws of the association by passing amendments that improve upon the 
governing code. Observers of the board's deliberations will testify that virtually every 
amendment responds to a demonstrated need of our growing association. 

Managerial concerns prompted the creation of subsection (g) of Section 2 of Article 
IV which now requires that the president inform other members of the board 
promptly when he or the executive vice president takes a significant action which 
bears upon the association's status and operation. Thus, the board acknowledged that 
the association's chief officers must sometimes make spontaneous, important 
decisions without consulting the governing body. At the same time, however, the 
board insists upon advice of such action so that its prompt attention may be brought to 
bear if the situation warrants. 

To assure that various reports will be made available to the membership at the 
annual convention, subsection (h) of Section 6 of Article VIII of the bylaws was 
enacted. It requires the executive vice president to have the officers' reports and the 
accountant's report printed and available to the membership at the August 
convention. 

Two amendments adopted at the board's meeting in March are properly classified 
as housekeeping changes. By adjustments made in Section 1 of Article VI and in 
Section 2 of Article IV apparent inconsistencies in the executive vice president's duty 
to call for the nomination of officers in election years was corrected. But an 
adjustment to Article VI reflects a policy judgment by the board: Section 2 of the 
Article now recites that “The Executive Vice President shall obtain and publish in the 
June issue of The Numismatist for such year a biography and platform not exceeding 
250 words in length, of each nominee who has accepted a nomination...." Previously, 
only the biography was permitted; now a candidate's platform may be concisely 
stated, as well. 

In order to increase the association's power over recalcitrant members additional 
language was inserted in paragraph (a) of Section 3 of Article III. As a result, anyone 
who fails to respond to the official correspondence of the Association will be subject 
to disciplinary action. Members who refuse to correspond to personal letters from 
staff personnel have been a persistent problem in dealing with complaints. 

The foregoing amendments were not undertaken lightly. For each that passed at 
least one was discarded. But even the rejected proposals bore fruit as governors, the 
press and members debated their merits. That's a sign of health in any association!

Publications 

The Numismatist 

As always. The Numismatist is our most important publication. It is one of the very 
few publications of any kind that can look back upon 90 yearsof continuous issue with 
ever improving vitality. Thanks to the outstanding staff of N. Neil Harris, editor, his 
assistant Patricia Black, and advertising manager and artist John J. Watson, the 
operation has proceeded without a hitch during the past year. The performance of 
our printer,the R.R. Donnelley & Sons Co., has been most satisfactory.lt has continued 
to get each issue in the mail by the first of the publication month and we can state 
without qualification that the Postal Service is responsible for any delays in delivery. 
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Statistically, overall changes in quantity and costs as compared to the previous year 
were minor, with unit costs being slightly lower. Advertising volume and income 
decreased very slightly, as did the total number of pages in the 12 issues. There is still a 
need for more articles suitable for publication, particularly in the field of U. S. 
numismatics and for general and newsy items. 

Club Bulletin 

There's nothing to say about the bimonthly Club Bulletin that hasn't been said 
before. Pat Black is doing a great job editing it but still needs more material from more 
clubs. All member clubs get this publication — if news of your club isn't reported, it 
has only itself to blame. Don't hide your light under a bushel! 

Miscellaneous 

Although neither has reached the printing stage as this report is being compiled, 
two major publications are in preparation and are expected to be issued by the end of 
1977. The new and up-to-date complete library catalog is one and the U. S. coin 
grading guide is the other. Both are much needed and are being pushed to 
completion as rapidly as possible without sacrifice of quality, accuracy and usability. 

Regretfully, no progress can be reported on the 1959 to date index to The 
Numismatist that was started a couple of years ago. Basic data is being kept up to date 
for the day when manpower can be found to put it in final form and publish it. The 
same lack of manpower has held back the production of reprints of important and 
popular articles from The Numismatist. 

Slide Program 

Effective at the year end the slide program was transferred to the library where it 
functionally belongs, and probably will get better attention. All requests for slides and 
information about the service should be addressed to the ANA Library, P. O. Box 2366, 
Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 

Considering that no new sets were added during the past year, it is not surprising 
that the total use declined about 7% over the previous year. One improvement in the 
service resulted from the use of United Parcel Service instead of parcel post for 
shipping most sets. This cut the delivery time considerably and practically assures a 
maximum of 7 days in transit as compared to the longer and unpredictable delivery 
time by parcel post. Obviously, UPS cannot deliver to a Post Office box so, for the 
better service, a street address must be provided. 

Personal 

As I leave the board, and so presumably committee assignments, I have the 
satisfaction of looking back over years in which some accomplishments and 
improvements were realized. But to keep myself humble, I acknowledge thatthere is 
much left undone and trust that my successors will produce better records.

A special word of thanks and appreciation must be extended to the following 
staunch supporters of the YN Program; namely. Coin World , Numismatic News , The 
Franklin Mint, 99 Company, Medallic Art Company, Paramount International Coin 
Corporation and Stanley Apfelbaum. There are many other individuals and 
organizations that lend assistance from time to time including those who fund the 
annual participation, literary and exhibit awards; all deserve recognition for their 
continued support and generosity. 

Tremendous interest and participation continues in the very popular Roman 
Coin Project, administered and fully funded by David Cervin. Its effectiveness is 
evident from the many requests received for information relative to the various 
phases of the YN Program which includes the Young Numismatist Correspondence 
Course, YNCC. 

The YNCC continues its popularity and during the four years since its beginning 
over 1800 enrollments have been processing through some 50 capable administrators, 
with over 650 of the enrollees receiving completion certificates from headquarters. 
Governor Kenneth Hallenbeck has the task of developing the Intermediate 
Correspondence Course that hopefully will be available in the not too distant future. 
To all those loyal YNCC administrators, and especially to those who have voiced their 
desire and willingness to function on the Intermediate Course level, we extend our 
gratitude. These individuals have given freely of their valuable time and effort in 
promoting the YNCC and the ANA and recognition must be given for performance 
such as this. 

The ANA Summer Seminar scholarship program, through direct achievement 
application, provided nine scholarships funded by the following: B & B Coins (2), Coin 
Investments, Inc., The Franklin Mint, Krause Publications, Numismatics, Ltd., The 
National Optimist Club, Lewis M. Reagan Foundation, and the Token & Medal 
Society. There were five other young numismatists in attendance, chosen by the 
following organizations: Florida United Numismatists (2); Michigan State Numismatic 
Society; Numismatists of Wisconsin; and the Wisconsin Young Numismatists group. 

It might be timely to suggest that anyone wishing to provide a scholarship for next 
year may contact me at P.O. Box 2014, Livonia, Michigan 48154. Scholarships are tax 
deductible as donations to a nonprofit educational organization. Smaller donations 
are also stressed; these funds are earmarked for the YN Scholarship Trust fund that is 
intended to provide one or more scholarships each year from the interest generated 
from the deposited funds. 

The Young Numismatist Representative/Adult Advisor Program has resulted in 
many fine programs held in conjunction with conventions, meetings and seminars. 
Additional volunteers, both young and old, are always welcome; I would like to hear 
from anyone interested in serving in this capacity and further details will be 
forthcoming upon request. Emphasis must be placed on involvement and participa- 
tion by those who care to expend their time and energy. The rewards are endless in 
the performance of a dedicated task. 

Perhaps the most factual manner to adequately report on The Young Numismatist 
magazine, due to its continued sporadic publication, is to quote the following 
explanation given by headquarters: 

"The Young Numismatist journal is designed for the junior members of the ANA, 
and is written about them and by them. Your YN editor, Paul Kelley, handles all 
correspondence and solitication concerning articles, servings as a mediator between 
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junior members and headquarters. Once he has sufficient material for an issue, this 
material is sent to the production editor at headquarters. Lack of staff at ANA 
headquarters and the low priority of The Young Numismatist with other ANA 
publications have caused delays in the publication of the junior journal, however, at 
the time of this report, it has been over a year since sufficient material for an issue was 
received at headquarters." 

Suggestions have been made by several sources to abandon the publication and 
incorporate its content into The Numismatist. One concern in following this approach 
is that “J" members receive The Numismatist but Associate'^" members do not. If 
feasible, after an analytic count is made, perhaps a reprint of the section related to the 
YN's could be sent to all “JA" members. There are a few other factors to be 
considered, but mainly the objective here would be a further effort to find a workable 
solution to a dilemma which has reached a point of necessary revision. 

Lastly, my sincerest thanks to David Cervin, David Ganz,Paul Kelley, Kurt Krueger, 
Gary Lewis and Ed Quagliana, all of the ANA officers and governors, the ANA staff 
members plus several YN assistants, for their dedicated assistance and cooperation 
that has contributed to the overall growth and success of the program. Through this 
extension of cooperation, plans to introduce the numismatic education programs via 
various mini-seminars at last year's ANA convention were realized. I am happy to 
report these mini-seminars, so well received last year, will be continued. 

By working together to further promote youth activities wherever possible will we 
assure ourselves of a brighter numismatic future serving the best interests of the 
American Numismatic Association.

Membership 

After my election as vice president in August of 1975, president Hancock appointed 
me to head up membership activities and the District Representatives Program. This 
was the starting of a period when the new dues increase had just gone into effect and, 
regardless of what anyone thinks, the $4 per year increase caused a loss in 
membership retention of about 10% to 15%. 

During this two-year period we have experimented with a couple of special ads in 
COINS and COINage magazines wherein tear out membership application cards 
were printed. Through these two media we reached over 150,000 potential members, 
but actually signed up only about 550, which would seem to indicate that “newsstand 
buyers" of numismatic publications are not our real potential, rather . . . our real 
potential seems to be in those people who are already collectors to a more advanced 
degree, i.e. those who are readers of publications such as Numismatic News and Coin 
World. Through the courtesy of the publishers of both of these latter two publications 
we acquired several hundred new members as a result of an application run by them 
at no charge to us. This then seems to be an area where more work and promotion is 
necessary, and a pilot program on this is being done, even as this is written, through 
the courtesy of Steve Ivy and his staff and art department. You will have seen the 
results of some of this promotion by mid-August. 

With all the promotion, however, the best method of signing up new members is, 
number one, personal contact and number two, dealers with large mailing lists 
making applications sponsored by them available to their customers. 

The latter is an ongoing program which has been participated in for several years by 
eight to ten of the larger dealers whose names are familiar to all and the former has 
been largely through the district representatives and club representatives discussed in 
the next two paragraphs. 

The district representatives program was enlarged two years ago to include 
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regional and national representatives. Generally the ones who were appointed 
regional or national representatives were parties who had served as district 
representatives in the past and could help oversee membership promotion (which I 
believe to be a primary function of such representatives), throughout an area which is 
also represented by several other district representatives and numerous clubs. The 
regional and national representatives are also people who have or do travel 
extensively, continually promoting the association, even as do your elected governors 
and appointed officers. Also, some national representatives are for countries. 

The district representatives who are now serving, I believe, are as dedicated and 
hard working a group as I have ever seen, and have been responsible for many new 
members over a period when normally a big slump might have been expected. In 
September of 1975 I wrote all the then district representatives telling them I wanted 
100 new members from each. Some said “impossible” and resigned. Others said “Til 
give it a try.” I accepted resignations from the former and wrote a letter of 
encouragement asking the latter to stay on. I also advertised for volunteers and got a 
surprisingly good response. Indeed . . . some of the volunteers whom I appointed 
have turned out to be super salesmen. In addition, virtually all district representatives 
took it upon themselves to become familiar with the ANA and answer questions as 
well as promoting membership and keeping applications available. Most have 
traveled to various clubs in their district and promoted the ANA through other means. 

As I prepare to assume the presidency where I shall serve as an ex-officio member of 
all committees,! give my heartfelt thanks to all who have worked so hard and assure 
you that the membership and district representatives program, as far as I am 
concerned, shall always be most important to the continued success of the ANA.

Education 

ANA ; s education “portfolio” has been strongly identified with the organization of 
the annual Educational Forum at convention — which, with the present healthy 
diversity of views as to the nature and role of the Forum and the kind of speaker who 
should be on it, certainly could be a job in itself. Flowever, I am convinced that the 
Educational Forum is best considered in the broader contexts of the educational role 
of the annual convention and the overall educational activity of the association. 

The educational advancement of its membership — and, to a degree, of thegeneral 
public — has been and is the raison d'etre of ANA. The Numismatist, in a literary sense, 
and the annual convention, socially and fraternally, each has been a chief educational 
focus. The Educational Forum has highlighted the educational side, as apart from the 
social and commercial, of the convention. 

Looking at the educational quality of convention, I sense that much, possibly 
intentionally, is left to chance. Education is a fortuitous encounter in theexhibit room 
or at a dealer's bourse. Over the years, you meet a lot of people, learn a good deal, in 
just this kind of unstructured way. Yet, I suspect that there also are those who leave 
without the fortuitous contacts, a bit bewildered by the sheer numbers and the dazzle 
of affluence — quite possibly not to return. 

On the basis of experience in organizing Educational Forums of 1976 and 1977 and 
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of attendance at a good number of conventions of recent years, I would offer two 
suggestions to those involved in future planning. 

• That, as was the case for the Bicentennial and as will be the case in Atlanta this 
year, that a unifying theme be sought for the Educational Forum and, ideally, for the 
convention itself. Many of the geographic areas in which we meet are rich in 
distinctive numismatic heritage and, in some instances, you’d not have known it. I’m 
not suggesting a “thematic” Forum every year, but the idea should be explored in the 
context of the convention, its site, and available specialized talent. 

• That the Educational Forum cannot fully satisfy the legitimate demand for a 
chance to be heard. I feel that this desire is fully as legitimate as a request for bourse 
space or display space, and cannot be put aside. Nor isittruethatspecialistorsplinter 
groups can provide platforms for all such speakers. I urge institution or reinstitution of 
the practice, common in other types of conventions, of inviting convention papers 
and providing for their delivery before interested conventioneers. There are topics, I 
know, on which many of us would be more than willing to place our thoughts before 
even a small, self-selected group who shared our interests. A better paper for 
consideration for The Numismatist could, in many instances, be the end result. 

This year’s Educational Forum in Atlanta, as has been announced, will draw upon 
facets of the rich numismatic heritage of Georgia and the South. Working closely with 
convention organizers, which I feel is essential, I was able to stop over in Atlanta in 
January to finalize arrangements. You will be sharing in the results. 

This completes my tour of duty with President Hancock’s “Assignment Education.” 
May I respectfully suggest to the incoming board and president that such an 
assignment have a continuing place within the association structure — education 
being too central to the association’s role and well-being to be left to chance.
